The Choice of the Populists 
at St. Louis. 


The Nebraska Statesman Has 


Liittle Opposition^ 


iramed by tlie Uelegates AmidNt tlie 
Wildest Scenes of an Enthnsi*, 
astlc Contention. 


St. Lotus, July 25.--Thomafl B. Wat- 
son, ez-congressmen from Georgia, was 
nominated for vice president by the 
populist convention this morning, at 1 
6'olook. There were several candidates. 
Mr. Watson's victory was achieved on 
the first ballot. The announcement of 
the result was greeted by a pande- 
monium of approval from the "middle 
of the road" men. The convention 
then adjourned until 9 o'clock this 
morning. 
The southern delegates 
wore very much opposed to nominating 
Sewall. 


Today's Proceedins». 
Populist delegates, with hoarse voices 
and red eyes, were plentiful today. 
Tto enthusiastic and angry and excited 
yells in which they have been indulg- 
inig for the last few days and loss of 
sleep are beginning |o show its efiect. 
^ e convention was tardy in assem- 
bling. The weary, worn out patriots 
who have struggled and wrangled since 
last Wednesday had a very tired look 
this morning. But there was plenty of 
fight left in them.^ This fact was 
developed beyond a peradventure that 
where two or more people's party dele- 
gates got together there was sure to be 
an argument and som'etimes a wrangle^ 
and often noisy contentions. All these 
were noticeable on every side as tbe 
delegates came together to finish the 
work of the convention. 


The situation was peculiar. The 
chosen running mate of Bryan was 
defeated last night. He was turned 
down with a vigor that was surprising. 
Arthur Sewall. of Maine, was not pleas- 
ing to the populists., Mr. Watson, of 
C^eorgia, was nominated fpr vice presi- 
dent This action was taken late in 
the night, about half the delegates 
laboring under the belief that Bryan 
would be chosen to lead the ticket. 
They had not learned that he had sent 
word that his name must not be pre- 
sented for nomination should Mr. 
Sewall be defeated. Some of Bryan's 
enthusiastic admirers declared before 
the convention was called to order that 
they would nominate him regardless 
of his wishes. But some wanted one 
thing and soine another, and the politi- 
cal prophets were puzzled 
beyond 
mtiasure. 


There was inextricable confusion on 
the floor of the auditorium before the 
convention met. The delegates stood 
about in animated groups discussing 
the situation, and what was best to do. 
The Bryan feeling was very strong, but 
the telegram from the í^ebraskan de- 
claring that he would not accept the 
nomination rendered the situation 
chaotic. Many desired to nominate 
Bryan in the face of this telegram. 
Tom PattexeoD, of Colorado, and ex- 
Governor Llewelling, of Kansas, how- 
ever, said this would not do. They 
counselled an endorsement of Bryan 
instead of a nomination, pointing out 
that an endorsement, which did not 
require an acceptance, was the way out 
of the tangle. 


' Cyclone" Davis an^ other radicals, 
however^ insisted that'Bryan could not 
refuse, and if he did the responsibility 
for the disaster at the polls would rest 
on the democracy, hot the populists.

the Business Men's League of St. Louis 
expired last night and the musicians 
had been instructed by the league not 
to put in an appearance today. 
, ' Good, good for them," shouted the 
delegates; "we're glad of it." 


Some of the delegates stretched their 
limbs and yawned. A little music, the 
newspaper men thought, might have 
enlivened things perceptibly. 
Ignatius 
Donnelly got on a chair and announced 
that his private land plank did not 
appear in the printed platform. He 
wanted the convention to understand 
that it had been adopted. 


Several resolutions were presented 
and referred without reading or debate. 
The man with the fog horn voice, who 
stood on a chair at the side of Senator 
Allen, repeating the latter's words to 
the convention, created some amuse- 
ment by announcing that one of the 
delegates had lost his return ticket and 
unless it was found and returned the 
delegate might have some difficulty in 
getting home. 


The chairman then called for the 
nominations of president, and Judge 
Green, of Nebraska, took the stage to 
place Mr. Bryan in nomination. 
He 
said the convention was here to name 
the [next president of the republic. 
The convention had already, he said, 
selected the \ ice president, that noble 
son of the south, Thomas E. Watson. 


He had not named his candidate, 
however, before a Texas delegate inter- 
rupted with the point of order that 
the states must be called in alphabeti- 
cal order for nominations. 
Judge 
Green was driven oflF the stage by the 
Texan's point of order, but the conven- 
tion resented it and on motion of an 
Arkansas delegate; the rules were sus- 
pended and Judge Green was recalled 
to the stage. He did not place Mr. 
Bryan in nomination, however.

The Convention Opens. 


Senator Allen called the convention 
to order at 9:35. After the invocation 
a Connecticut delegate arose to protest 
against further display of lung power 
that had characterized the first three 
days of the convention. He thought it 
was about time the convention exer- 
cised a little "horse sense." 
His state- 
ment was given a round of applause. 


Chairman Allen announced that the 
first thing in order was the selection of 
members of the national committee 
and the committees to notify the can- 
didates for president and vice presi- 
dent. 


The hall presented a delapitated ap- 
pearance. The paper and dirt that 
littered the floor when the convention 
adjourned, shortly before 1 o'clock this 
morning, had not bpen removed; the 
state guidons had not been straight- 
ened and pointed like a bunch of tele- 
scopes at all the constellations i n ' the 
heavens. The "middle of the road 
banner" triumphantly 
reared itself 
from the heart, of the Lone Star dele- 
gation. 
The only fresh thing in the 
hall was a strip of muslin tacked to the 
balcony above the stage, bearing the 
legend: 
"Work in the interest of 
humanity." 


There were not 100 people in the 
galleries. One belated straggler, who 
had probably remained in the hall all 
night, continued his slumbers peace- 
fully, stretched out on the floor in a 
remote portion of the hall. 
The band 
was not present and there was no music. 


Sergeant at Arms McDowell, in ex- 
planation of the absence of this sooth- 


Weaver uromlnate« Biyan. 
When Alabama was called Governor 
Kolb yielded to General Weaver, of 
Iowa, but Colonel Gaither, of Alabama, 
got to the platform first and injected a 
speech about joining the cotton 
fields 
of the south with the wheat fields of 
the west. 
At the conclusion of bis 
remarks. General Weaver came forward 
and formally placed Mr. Bryan in 
nomination. 


General Weaver said: "In that mid- 
night discussion between Brutus and 
Cassius concerning the contemplated 
battle at Phillippi, Brutus urged that 
their cause was rife, their legion brim- 
ful, at the height, and ready to decline. 
Said he: 


"There is a tide in the affairs of men, 
Which, taken at the flood, • leads on to 
fortune; 


Omitted, all the voyage of their life 
Is bound in shallows and in miseries." 
And then, in dramatic climax, he ex- 
claimed: 


"On such a full sea are we now afloat. 
And we must take the current when it 


serves 
Or lose our ventures.' ' 
"For twenty years we have been 
pleading with the people to espouse 
the sacred cause which is at stake in 
this campaign. We have constantly 
urged, through good and through evil 
reports, that our principles were more 
important than party associations; were 
above considerations of private fortune 
or the petty and feverish ambitions of 
men. 
We have thus far suited our 
action to our words. 
Through 
five 
presidential campaigns, starting from 
1876 to 1892, you correctly estimated 
the purposes of old party managers, 
and events have sustained every speci- 
fication 
in your indictment 
against 
them. 
Millions of honest men within 
old party ranks were deceived. 
They 
were lured into'ambush and betrajned. 
But not a single one of your pickets 
has ever 
been caught 
napping or 
been taken by surprise. 
To your 
devoted efforts is largely due the 
revival 
of 
economic 
learning 
in 
this country, which has enabled the 
democratic party to assume its present 
admirable attitude. 
Your work now 
promises much to mankind, and is 
about to break forth in complete victory 
for the industrial masses. 
Though oft 
repulsed by the multitude who we 
would have liberated though crucified 
in return for our kindness, yet through 
it all we have steadily confided in the 
righteousness of our cause and the final 
good sense of the people. We still 
believe that this action has a mission to 
perform which bad men will not be 
permitted to destroy, and recent events 
indicate that thè nineteenth century is 
not, after all, to close with the friends 
of freedom despondent in the western 
hemisphere. 


This country Éas recently witnessed 
a new Fentacost and received .another 
baptism of fire. The recent convention 
at Chicago sounded a bugle call for 
union which can neither be misunder- 
stood nor go unheeded. In its patriotic 
utterances and action it swept away all 
middle ground and opened the road to 
a formidable organic alliance. 
They 


our allies can strike sturdier blows at 
plutocracy than we can, if they can 
scale the battlements of the gold power 
more gallantly than our old veterans 
and are able to plant theii colors one 
foot nearer the citadel of the enemy 
than we can ourselves, let every popu- 
list cheer and support them in their 
heroic work. 
We will all march under 
the same flag, keep step to the same 
music, face the same foe, share in and 
shout over the same triumph. 
We 
cannot be mistaken concerning the 
real issue involved in the struggle of 
the p r e s e t year. It is between the 
gold standard, gold bonds and bank 
currency on the one hand, and the bi- 
metallic standard, no bonds and gov 
ernment currency on the other. The 
people are are asked to choose between 
enforced idleness, destitution, 
debt, 
bankruptcy and despair on the one 
side and an open door of opportunity 
under juat laws and normal conditions 
on the other. The situation presents 
the mightiest civic question that ever 
convulsed a civilized nation. 


The conflict can neither be postponed 
nor avoided. 
In the name of the 
suffering people I afflrm that this is no 
time for dissensions nor party divisions. 
The supreme hour for action has ar- 
rived. If we would be victorious we 
must make common cause with the 
heroic men who dominated the Chicago 
convention. 
No other course is either 
prudent or desirable. 
We are not 
asked to abandon our ]wrty, nor would 
it be wise to do so. If it is to be pre- 
served we will, in my judgment, be 
compelled to take the course which I 
am about to indicate.' The silver dem- 
ocrats have lined up as an organization. 
Now let the populists, free silver repub- 
licans and the American silver party 
do 
likewise. 
From an 
embattled 
square impenetrable to the assaults of 
the confederated gold powers. 
After 
due consideration in which I have 
fully canvassed every possible phase of 
the subject, I have failed to find a 
single 
good 
reason 
to 
justify 
us 
in 
placing 
a 
third 
ticket 
in 
the field. The exigenicies of 
hour imperatively demand that there 
shall be but one. 
I would not indorse 
the distinguished gentlemen named at 
the Chicago convention; I would nom- 
inate 
them 
out-right and 
make 
them ours and 
then 
share 
justly 
and 
rightfully-Jn 
their 
election. 
The situation is a striking verification 
of the old adage that "The path of 
duty is the path of safety." 
Take this 
course and all opposition will practi- 
caliy disappear in the southern and 
western states, and we can then turn 
our attention to other parts of the field. 
Take any other and you endanger the 
entire situation and sirengthen the 
arm of our common adversary. 


If you allow the present happy 
juncture to pass, all the heroic work of 
twenty years will be thrown to the 
winds. Our guiding hand will disap- 
pear in the momentous confl ict just 
when it' should be stretched forth to 
steady the ark of our covenant. W e 
would prove to the world that we are 
devoid of capacity to grasp great oppor- 
tunities and lacking in strength to 
grapple with prodigious emergencies. 


The people have a gallant champion 
in the field, who is leading a revolt 
against the plutocracy of Christendom. 
Every oppressor, every plutocrat in the 
two hemiBpheres has turned his guns 
upon him. 
The subsidized organs have 
openly proclaimed that he must be 
crushed by any means and at whatever 
cost. 
The confederated 
monopolies 


h a v e lii^d aside their parties and their 
politicsVni are marching in hot haste 
against him. . Let us signal to him to 
hold the fort—that we are coming— 
and then hasten to his relief. 
Gentle- 
men, I want to say to you in all earn- 
estnese, that assailed as is this gallant 
knight, by the sleuthhounds of the 
money power of the world, you may 
deliberate here as long as you please, 
but you cannot prevent the people 
from rushing to the support of their 
recognized defender and leader. If 
you 
will not say the word 
they 
will break 
over all restraints and 
go themeelves, leaders or no leaders, 
and may God bless them for it for so 
doing. 
Therefore, in obedience of my 
highest conception to duty, with a 
solemn conviction that I am right, I 
place in nomination for the presidency 
of the CJnited States a distiiiguished 
gentleman, who, let it be remembered, 
has already been three times endorsed 
by the populist party of his own s t a t e - 
once for representative in congress 
once for United States senator, and 
once last week, for the presidency, 
nam e that matchless champion of the 
people, that intrepid foe of the cor 
porate greed, that 
splendid 
young 
statesman—William J. Bryan, of Ne- 
braska. 


statesman was also carried into the 
hall. 
Cross, banner and state guidons 
were carried frantically about the pit. 
Then, with the cross leading, they were 
carried to the stage, where for five min- 
utes they dapced in confusion, while 
the delegates howled with delight. 


Mr. Keppler, of Nevada, who bore 
the cross, finally planted it at the edge 
of the stage, and the bearers of the 
state banners and flags descended to 
the pit and continued their demonstra 
tion there. 


As the procession passed the Texas 
delegation, a free fight almost occurred. 
Men struggled and fought to bar the 
passage, but the way was finally cleared. 
Several men fought like mad /óyer the 
possession of the Missouri standard. It 
was broken into bits, but a stalwart 
young Bryan man carried a piece of it 
through in triumph to the platform 
while the struggling disputants were 
separated by the police. 


The Texas and Arkansas standards 
alone were kept close to the middle of 
the road, around which the radicals 
formed a hollow square like desperate 
men in battle to repulse the charges of 
the enemy. 


Miss Minerva Boberts, a beautiful 
young lady, led the cheering in the 
Colorado delegation. 
While the de- 
monstration was at its height, thousands 
of copies of a "Bryan Silver March," 
were flung high in the air and fell in 
clouds on the frantic delegates. 
Each 
of the verses concluded with these 
words: 


"Chink, chink, chink, 
No crown of thorns for labor's brow. 
Chink, chink, chink. 
No cross of gold for mankind now. 
Chink, chink, chink. 
"We'll not to single standard bow. 
Chink, chink, chink, 
We vote for freedom now." 


When quiet was restored after seven- 
teen minutes of Bedlam, General Field, 
of Virginia, who was General Weaver's 
running mate in 1892, hobbled forward 
on his crutch and, after a brief speech, 
moved to suspend the rules and make 
Bryan's nomination unanimous. The 
convention rose almost en masse and 
cheered, but above the chorus of cheers 
came the sharp cries of the Texas men.

A Bryan DeiMon«ira«loii. 


General Weaver, in his opening re- 
marks, asked the convention not to 
applaud, and the delegates listened to 
him without much demonstration. But 
when he concluded by naming that 
splendid young statesman, William J. 
Bryan, the convention broke loose. 
Cheer followed cheer. The delegates 
jumped to their chairs, and flags, coats, 
hats, handkerchiefp, state guidons were 
waved in wild confusion. 


Through one of the side 
entranceB 
four men carried a big yellow cross, 
four by eight feet in size, surmounted 
by a crown of thorns. On it was in- 
scribed the eloquent words with which 
Bryan closed his brilliant speech at 
Chicago: 


"It you shal! not press r crown of 
thorns upon the brow of labor, you 
shall not crucify mankind upon a cross 
of gold." 


A big crayon portrait of the Nebraska 


•no," "no," they yelled. 


Chairman Allen declared the motion 
carried, but yielding to the protest, 
decided to allow a call of states on the 
motion. 
The Texas men wildly pro- 
tested and Chairman Allen at last 
recognized "Stump" Ashby, of the 
Lone Star state, for a "personal ex- 
planation." 


Ashby, who has been a most disturb- 
ing factor in the convention, spoke 
from the stage. He opened with a few 
factetious remarks about the docility of 
^the Texas nature and its world wide 
conservatism, and then announced that 
Texas was ready to endorse Bryan it 
Bryan would endorse 
the platform 
adopted. 
Stump's speech was not well 
received. 


George Schilling, of Wisconsin, at- 
tempted to secure a recess until Bryan 
could be heard from, but he was howled 
down and Chairman Allen ordered the 
roll call to proceed. 


Alabama and Arkansas were not 
ready. 
The greatest confusion pre- 
vailed. 
Colorado voted forty-five for 
the motion to suspend the rules and 
nominate Bryan. 
Men stood on chairs 
and howled for recognition. 
Congress- 
man Howard, of Alabama, demanded 
to know whether any other names 
could be placed in nomination. The 
confusion grew so great that it was im- 
possible to proceed. The Texas dele- 
gation charged the platform in a mass. 
One of them shouted: 


"We will never be quiet if you try to 
continue that roll call." 


"Sit 
down, sit down," cried the 
sergeant-at arms, while his assistants 
ploughed through the dense crowd 
about the platform and pleaded with 
the delegates to take their seats. 


When a semblance of quiet was re- 
stored Congressman Howard from the 
stage protested against an sffliction of 
"gag law." 
Chairman Allen stated 
the question was on the motion to sus- 
pend the rules and nominate Bryan by 
acclamation. 


' By gosh, we won't stand it," yelled 
B. H. Noles. 


"Does it not require a two-thirds 
vote to carry a motion," shouted an 
irate Arkansas delegate. 
The chair re- 
plied that it did not. 


A California delegate «icreamed that 
such a proceeding was unprecedented. 
Ha thought the delegations should 
have a chance to place in nomination 
whom they choose. The chair held 
that when the roll was called delega- 
tions could vote for Bryan or any one 
else. 


This raling provoked another storm 
of protests and only confounded the 
confusion. 


Some one got on the platform and 
read above the din ajtelegram to Henry 
D. Lloyd, of Chicago, from Eugene V. 
Debs declining to permit the use of his 
name. At last, as the only way of re 
storing order, General Field withdrew 
his motion and the call of the states for 
nominations was continued. 


Mr. Cator, of California, appeared as 
the first speaker of the series who ap- 
peared to second Bryon. He said he 
had always stood against fugion, but 
that the circumstances surrounding the 
present situation were peculiar. 


The populist party was, he said, a 
young party and it could not aSord to 
hold its place in the middle of the road 
with an express train bearing down 
upon it. Mr. Cator is a man of impos- 
ing personal appearance and is pos- 
BBssed of a voice of sufficidnt volume to 
permit his beicp heard ail over the 
hall, and waa listened to with apparent 
interest. He added that the fact that 
Bryan was opposed to ' that den of 


infamy," Wall street, was sufficient to 
convince him that Bryan was entirely 
acceptable to the populists." 


Mr. Tracy, of Texas, sought an op- 
portunity to ask a question of Mr. 
Cator, but the latter declined to re 
spond and there were cries of "gag 
law." 
Delegate Waybright, of Cali- 
fornia, arose to protest against Mr. 
Cator's interpretation of the sentiment 
of California, which state, he said, was 
"opposed to the crucifixion of populism 
on the cross of democracy." 


Mr. J. K. Hines, of Georgia, ex- 
pressed the opinion in his speech that 
Bryan would accept the nomination on 
the populist platform and predicted a 
glorious victory for the party, 
with 
Bryan and Watson as the standard 
bearers. 


Mr. Hines was followed by Hon. W. 
H. Clagget, of Idaho, who also seconded 
the Bryan nomination. It was not, he 
said, a case of standing in the middle of 
the road, but of collecting together all 
the friends of humanity in a common 
cause. 
Mr. Clagget asserted that the 
election of McKinley would mean the 
continuance of the rules of the Shy- 
locks, He also predicted that in case 
of McKinley's success the effort to 
enact the force bill would be revived. 


"It means," he said, "the increase of 
the standing army and in the end a 
bloody revolution." 


Time was called upon Mr. Clagget 
and he retired to give place to Mr. 
Taubeneck, of Illinois, chairman of the 
national committee. 


When Mr. Taubeneck arose in his 
seat, there were calls for him to take 
ihe stage, but he declined, saying that 
in case of Mr. Bryan's nomination he' 
felt that he could pledge him every 
populist vote in Illinois at the election 
next November. 


The chairman of the Indiana delega- 
tion also seconded Bryan's nomination. 


When Iowa was called the time, with 
the exception of one minute, was 
yielded to Governor Kolb, of Alabama, 
who appealed to the conyention to sink 
all prejudice and passion in the cause 
of silver and nominate that "peerless 
statesman, Wm. J. Bryan." The re- 
served minute was occupied by "Calam- 
ity" Weller in a protest against fusion 
with the democracy. 


Jerry Simpson responded for Kansas. 
The statesman ol Medicine Lodge is 
very popular with the delegates and 
got a hearty round of cheers as he 
faced tbe convention. 
He paid a high 
tribute to Tom Watson, with whom he 
served in congress, and also to Mr. 
Bryan, who, he said, had stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with him in the battle 
for the relief of the people. 


While Simpson was talking the Texas 
delegation withdrew in a body and 
absolute quiet prevailed for the first 
time during the day. 


J. T. Miller, of Tennessee, occupied 
Kentucky's time with a speech in 
Bryan's behalf. 


Louisiana yielded to Colorado and 
that state sent to the platform, Mrs. 
Minerva Koberts. 
The tall, slender 
young lady, with lace aglow and great 
dark eyes flashing, came forward to the 
stage. 
As she walked down the aisle 
with bounding step and ascended the 
platform, her dark golden hair shone 
on the sunlight. 
She were a white 
shirt waist and an attractive hat and as 
she faced the audience her radiant 
face brought the convention to its feet. 
Her first sentence, delivered in a clear, 
musical and sympathetic voice, aroused 
them to cheers. 
Her brief speech was 
one of the most eloquent delivered in 
the convention. 


When she finished the convention 
again arose and cheered and she was 
besieged on all sides of the platform 
with congratulations. 
Governor Kolb, 
of Alabama, stepped gallantly forward 
as she came down the steps and with 
deferential 
chivalry 
of the south, 
escorted her to her seat in tbe Colorado 
delegation, where she was again be- 
sieged by delegates, who offered their 
congratulations. 


Mr. Call, of New York, spoke in the 
time of Maine. 
His tone was from the 
beginning opposed to the popular feel- 
ing in the convention against 
Bryan, 
opposing what he called marriage of 
populism and democracy, and asked 
whether the general desire to endorse 
Bryan was due to a desire to promote 
the interest of silver or not. 


" You," he said, "who hold nothing 
nearer to your hearts than the aboli- 
tion of the banks, are asked to support 
a party, one of whose standard bearers 
is a bank president." 


The expression called out loud dis- 
sent and jeers, of which there was an 
increase when he declared that free 
silver was the only populist plank in 
the democratic platform. 
Questions 
were asked as to whether Mr. Call was 
a 
populist 
or 
a 
delegate. 
Both were answered in the affirma 
tive, 
although 
It waa stated 
by 
some one that he had been a member 
of the party for only two weeks. It 
become evident, however, that the con- 
vention was growing impatient of Mr. 
Call and of his sentiments. 
The feeling 
is apparently strong today for Bryan 
and intolerant of expressions against 
him. 
There were, however, encourag- 
ing hand claps when Mr. Call asserted 
that it was not even known whether 
Mr. Bryan would stand upon the pop 
ulist platform. He asked that it should 
be definitely ascertained before action 
was taken where Mr. Bryan stood. 
Mr. Mc<i rath broke in with the excla- 
mation that Mr. Bryan was a platform 
in himself. 
Mr. Call closed by placing 
Col S. M. Norton, of 1 llinois, in nom- 
ination. 
He eulogizdd Mr. Norton as 
"a philantrophist, a man of the people 
and a pioneer in the cause of reform." 


Maryland also seconded Bryan. In

Failed to Head Off tbe Expedition 
When He Knew It Was Be- 
ing Planned. 


Cape Towk, July 25.—The house of 
assembly has unanimously adopted the 
report of the select committee on the 
subject of the Jameson raid on Johan- 
nesburg. The report finds that Mr. 
Cecil Ehodes, who at the time was 
premier 
of Cape Colony was fully 
acquainted with *the preparations for 
the raid, and that Mr. Alfred Beit, a 
director of the British South Afiica 
company, Dr. Jameson and Dr. Ruther- 
ford Harris, also a director of the 
British South Africa company, were 
active promoters of the raid. The re- 
port further declares that there is no 
evidence that Mr. Bhodes 
intended 
that the Pitsani force should invade 
the Transvaal uninvited, but that at the 
same time there was an absence of 
any preemptory command from Mr. 
Ehodes forbidding the raid. Bhodes and 
Harris, it is alleged, drafted a telegram 
containing such prohibitory command, 
but the message was never dispatched. 
With these facts in view, the report 
sajfs, the committee cannot acquit Mr. 
Bhodes of responsibility. The report 
further alleges that all the funds for 
the raid were contributed by the Brit- 
ish South Africa company and with the 
knowledge of the London ofiBoe. the 
money being afterwards refunded by 
Mr. Bhodes. In closing, the committee 
says that they are forced to the conclu- 
sion that the conduct of Mr. Bhodes 
was not consistent viith his duty as 
premier of Cape Colony.

Castles to City Mansions. 


SHALL WE HAVE ALANDED GENTET 


Bis Estates on Which Rich Ameriieaiu 


lAvb Iitke Bnglish Conntry Oentlemen, 


Bant Over lordly Gam® Preserves and 


Are Housed In Stately Homes tike Feu- 


dal Strongholds. 


I t must be confessed that our million- 
aires are learning to spend their money 
both wisely and well. 
W e are most of 
us willing to admit- that we could im- 
prove on their ideas and get more f u n 
out of their dollars t h a n they appear to, 
but still, taken all in all, they are doing 
fairly well. 


I t is rather interesting to note just 
how they are doing it too. 
A radical 
change seems to be under way 
that 
eventually will make a vast difference 
in our social conditions. 
J u s t what the 
results of this change will be it is hard 
to predi<rt. 
U p to a dozen or 15 years 
ago. our millionaires seemed to have a 
common ambition to build and live in 
big city mansions. 
Certain streets in 
each great city in the country bear evi-

deájce of this. 
Upper F i f t h avenue in 
N e w York is a good example. 
The 
brownstone mansions of the 
Vander- 
bilts and the big palaces of the Astors 
and Goulds were once considered the 
acme of luxury. 


B u t m a n y of the money kings, espe- 
cially those in the east, have 
altered 
their mode of living. 
They have evi- 
dently wearied of the limitations of 
their city mansions 
and 
have 
built 
homes for themiselyes far away from the 
roar of the teeming milliona And such 
homes tool They seem to have taken as 
a pattern the English country gentle- 
m ú i , who enjoys life on his broad acres 
and gets himself elected to commons 
xnerely as a diversion. 
They have en- 
larged upon his idea, and, to use a pok- 
erplayer'sterm, have seen him and gone 
hixfi one better. 


-There are a few castles iñ this coun- 
try that, considering their lack of ivy 
and other marks of antiquity, would not 
be out of pl&cè;iii an English landscape. 
Besides having the big farms that the 
country gentlèmen have, our plutocrats 
have added the turreted palaces and the 
vast game preserves of the English aris- 
tócrata 


l e ^ t half a doisen Ne:w Yorkers 
own big country esjtates where they can 
entertain their friends. 50 or more at a 
time, .with deer stalking, fox hunting, 
fishijig or small game shooting. 
Some 
have big f a r m a on which live and work 
hundreds of einployees. , These rich men 
seem to find this way of living much 
more to their liking than life in the 
city, w i t h only the doubtful pleasure of 
the social crushes where hundreds of 
people that they barely know by sight 
come as their guests. 
' 
Already 
many 
city 
mansions 
are 
closed the greater part of the year. 
Will 
they go out of style entirely? If they do 
and when each millionaire has his big 
country estate, will the time at length 
come when we shall have a landed gen- 
try and a dependent peasantiy? 
We 
can almost imagine another step and 
see a league of money barons living in 
their feudal castles, with their trains of 
xetainers and men at arms. 


As yet, however, there are no indica- 
tions of the appearance of a peasant 
clasa The men who have money enough 
to buy vast country estates have money 
enough t o r u n them and do not depend 
on their land for their income. In Eng- 
land the farms composing many great 
. estates are rented out to tenants. 
None 
of our millionaires has yet attempted to 
establish a tenantry. 
Those who have 
farms manage them through a farming 
guperintendent as they do their railroads. 
Most of our big country estates are new, 
however, 
and 
time 
alone 
will 
tell 
whether we are to have a peasantry or 
not. 


Under the present conditions these- 
great estates are liable in time to be 
again split up, for even a fortune of 
many millions is apt to be swept away 
or squandered. 
The Goulds and 
the 
Vanderbilts and the Astors of today ai-e

prudent business men, but those of 
the 
next generation may be spendthrifts. 
The great English estates have been 
kept intact by the law of entail, which 
prevents an heir from disposing of liis 
estates, but compels him to will 
them 
to bis firstborn son. We have no such law 
in tbis country, but the Astors, Goulds 
and Vanderbilts have kept their money 
in the family by closely following the 
English custom. 
W i t h the estates it 
may be different. 
I One of 
the largest estates in this 
country is owned by young George Van- 


derbilt. It is located near Asheville, N. 
C., and consists of over 100,000 acres. 
It comprise.s almost everything that can 
be found cn the finest estates in Eng- 
land or Scotland. The scenery is as grand 
as could be de.sirod. When Mr. Vandcr- 
bilt first bought this vast tract, four or 
five years ago, it was like the rpst nf the 
wild and mountainous country around 
it. He put an army of men at work and 
transformed it into a beautiful park 
made up of mountain aud valley, up- 
land and meadow. 
Ho .set aside sevenU 
thousand acres for a í-^amcí presíü-vo aud 
stocked it with anini-.ils of many kiud.s. 
g e filled the rivers 3lth^.fi§ii. leveled 


hills to mai:o sinooth lawns, planted 
trees here and cut thc^m down there and 
did other wonderful things. 


Then ho built a great mansion, fash- 
ioned after the famous cliatean at Blois, 
France. 
This is a marvdl, too, in many 
ways. 
The reception hall is as largo as 
a city house, the library »big enough to 
put a good sized church in and other 
rooms iu proportion. That tlie owner of 
this regal homo does not intend to bo a 
hermit is attested by the fact that there 
are 50 guest chambers, all ready for oc- 
cupancy. 


Governor Morton of N e w York is an- 
other example. 
There are many fine 
homes along the beautiful Hudson river, 
but few are finer than his Ellerslie es- 
tate. 
It is near Rhinebeck, about 100 
miles from New York city. 
He has 
1,100 acres there, much of which 
is 
beautiful woodland. 
His mansion 
is 
nothing out of the ordinary, as compar- 
ed with those of other milljanaires, but 
it is rather a comfortable liouse to live 
in. It is in his farm J i a t G o w ^ n o r Mor- 
ton takes especial pride, 
fie 
loses a 
small fortune annually trying to get his 
money back, but that does not discour- 
age him. 
I t is not half so expensive a 
fad as keeping a steam yacht. Mr. Mor- 
ton doesn't care about yachting anyway, 
and he is fond of farming. 


H e employs about 100 men and pays 
his farm superintendent half as much 
salary as he himself receives for being 
the chief executive of the Empire State. 
His men live in small cottages scattered 
over the , estate, and each one draws a 
regular salary. 


John D. Rockefeller, 
the 
Standard 
Oil magnate, also has a.Hudson 
river 
estate and does some farming. 
He em- 
ploys half a hundred men, who live 
with their families on his grounds. His 
brother, William D. Rockefeller, lives 
in a turreted castle on an adjoining es- 
tate, but makes little attempt at farm- 
ing. 
The t^vo estates comprise 
about 
1,400 acres of valuable land, some of it 
worth $1,000 an acre. 


W. Seward Webb, the raikoad 
mag- 
nate and son-in-law of the late William 
H. Vanderbilt, is another rich mans who

aspires to live like an English country 
gentleman. As he has about $20,000,000 
to back h i m and all the luxurious tastes 
of a gentleman of refinement and educa- 
tion, it is no wonder that he has admi- 
rably succeeded. 
On the shores of Lake 
Champlain near Burlington, Vt., he has 
an estate that was originally 40 distinct 
f a r m a He has transformed these into a 
harmonious whole. He makes a special- 
ty of horse breeding and farms on an ex- 
tensive scale. 
During the simimer he 
has over 400 persons working for him. 
His employees live in a sort of barracks 
near the f a r m buildings. 
H e b a s a big 
game preserve and is conataiitly adding 
to it. 


Still Mr. Webb is not satisfied. H e is 
going to build on his estate a palace 
that will reproduce an old feudal cas- 
tle. 
He is going to have a banquet 
room in it where 100 guests can sit 
down at once, and when he gets it fin- 
ished he intends to entertain on a mag- 
nificent scale. 


George Pullman, the pasrlor car mag- 
nate, has gone way u p to the boundary 
line of the Union to build his suburban 
home. 
There he bought one of 
the 
Thousand islands, 
and on it he has 
erected a picturesque structure which ho 
calls Castle Rest. It is a castle, too, and 
occupies the biggest part of the island. 
In it he can entertain guests by the 
score and can be Undisputed ruler of the 
whole island. 


Whitelaw Reid, too, has a great estate 
on the Hudson river, and his Ophir 
farm residence is almost a castle. 
He 
spends very little time in the city and 
comes about as near living the life of 
an English country gentleman as any 
millionaire in the country. 


These are the kind of country homes 
our American millionaires are rearing, 
and there are few of them who prefer to 
spend much of their time in their costly 
city houses, where sunlight is often a 
luxury that wealth will not buy and 
where trees and green lawns are out of 
t h e question.

Mrs. William J. Bryan, the wife of 
the Democratic caudidato-for president, 
is of

from

didates. 
She 
is 
a 
quiet, 
reserved, 
modest but determined little woman, 
slight of figure, but erect aud graceful. 
She is a woman of ideas. 
They are ad- 
vanced ideas too. 
Some people might 
call her a new woman, but the 
term 
does not exactly fit her iu its present 
and accepted significance. 
Mrs. Bryan is a lawyer. 
She rides a bicycle. 
She is a student of political questions. 
She is something of an orator and 
possesses not a little of the eloquence of 
her husband. 
< 


She cares nothing for society. 
She pays little attention to fashions 
and her dresses are seldom of 
stylish 
make. 


Sho is a devoted wife and the mother 
of three children. 


These are the striking features of Mrs. 
Bryan's personality. 
Sho was born in 
Illinois, which is also her 
husband's 
native state. 
Her father, J o h n Baird, 
was a prosperous merchant of the lively 
town of Perry. 
It was there she spent 
her girlhood. 
As a mere girl sho was 
studious, 
and every opportunity 
was 
given her to cultivate the unusually fine 
mind which she gave evidences of pos- 
sessing. 
And Mary Baird missed none 
of these opportunities. She attended the 
common schools in Perry until sho was 
16 aud then she went to Monticello 
seminary, near Alton. 
Later she went 
to Jacksonville, Ills., where she entered 
the annex of the Illinois college. 


A t the very time when she began her 
studies at Jacksonville "William Jen- 
nings Bryan was a freslnnan in the 
same collcge. 
They became acquainted 
after a time, and before the end of 
the 
course they had become something more 
than fast friends—there was an under- 
standing between them, but no open en- 
gagement until later. 
Both 
graduated 
w i t h high honors, and they were the 
valedictorians of their respective classes. 


A year later Mary Baird returned to 
the college and 
took a postgraduate 
course. During this time Mr. Bryan was

studying law in tho office of the late 
Lyman Trumbull, who died the other 
day in Chicago just as his young pro- 
tege was being honored by the conven- 
tion. 


In 1884 they were married and short- 
ly after that removed to Lincoln, Neb., 
where Mr. Bryan hung cut his shingle 
and his wife began to study law in or- 
der to be his helpmeet iu the full sense 
of the term. 
About a year after their 
first child was born she was 
admitted 
to the bar. 
She did this because her 
husband had drifted into politics and 
she wanted to be competent to handle 
his law business when necessary. 
She 
says that tho society women of 
Lincoln 
looked upon her as something of a curi- 
osity, but she paid no attention to them. 


When her husband was elected to 
congress, she went With h i m to Wash- 
ington, and there they took rooms in a 
modest little boarding house near the 
capitol. 
Sho worked as hard as he did 
to make his congressional career a suc- 
cess. 
The great tariff 
speech 
which 
made a sensation 
in tho house 
and 
boosted tho "boy orator of the P l a t t e " 
into instant fame was almost as much 
her work as his. Together they labored 
on its production, and when it was de- 
livered the m a n who was holding 
the 
house spellbound by his eloquence would 
occasionally look up to a little woman 
in the gallery, not for 
encouragement, 
but for instruction as to whether his de- 
livery should be increased or not. They 
had arranged a code of 
signals and 
coolly planned to take the house by 
storm. 
That is the kind of a helpmeet 
William J. Bryan has. 


Mrs. Bryan's eldest child, Ruth, is a 
young miss of 11 years. William J., Jr., 
is 6 years old, and tho baby of tho fam- 
ily is Grace, who is 5.

HOLLING STEAMERS. 


MEW AND UNIQUE IDEAS ADVANCED 
IN MARITIME NAVIGATION. 


A Frenchman and a Yankee Keach the 
Same 
Conclusions 
Independently, 
and 
They Are Building tho Queerest Craft 
Ever Seen—A Great Water Cycle. 


Will tho steamship of 
the 
future 
plow through water, 
urged on by en- 
gines of tremendous force, or will it 
roll over the waves at marvelous speed, 
as the bicycle rolls over tho laud? 
This 
question has been brought up by two re- 
cent inventions which seem to point to 
the latter possibility. 


An inventive Frenchman named Ba- 
ziu has advanced an entirely new idea 
in steamship building, and there is now 
being constructed at the dockyards of 
St. Denis, France, a strange craft ac- 
cording to his plans. It is to be nothing 
less than a monster water cycle. Instead 
of a big, pointed imll sunk deep in the 
water, there v;ill be sis or eight hollow 
wheels, which will support a vast super- 
structure and at the same time furnish 
the motor power by being equipped with 
buckets or 
flanges. 
These wheels are to 
bo connected in pairs by great axles, by 
means of which they are to bo revolved. 
It is calculated that tho rotary motion 
of the wheels will 
cause the 
whole 
structure to roll swiftly and easily over 
the water w i t h the least possible resist- 
ance. 


It will not bo a beautiful craft to look

the wheels, just as the body of a wagon 
rests upon the axles, will be the super- 
structure, 
composed of decks, cabins, 
engine rooms, etc. Big engines Vv'ill re- 
volve the shafts, and these will turn the 
wheels. All that will be submerged will 
be parts of the hollow wheels. The rest 
will be from 15 to 20 feet above the 
water. 
The whole will somewhat re- 
semble the ferryboats now in use. 


Inventor Bazin also intends 
to do 
away with the ordinary rudder, which 
operates as a drag when turued oblique- 
ly to the course of the vessel, thus great- 
ly retarding it. 
His new stoering appa- 
ratus will actually serve as a propelling 
power. 
It is to consist of a hollow cyl- 
inder running down, into tho water. At 
the bottom of this cylinder is to be a 
hole out of which a mighty stream of 
water is to be forced. 
This wall not 
only push the s t e m of the craft in tlie 
desired direction, but will shovo 
the 
whole forward. 
The unique craft is to 
be given a trial on the channel in a few 
mouths, aud if it is a success a line of 
transoceanic steamers is to be construct- 
ed on the sajne principle. 


Another inventor,' working 
entirely 
independent of the Frenchman, has ar- 
rived at practically the same idea. 
He 
is Peter Beckman of Bucksport, Me., 
and he has a craft almost 
ready to 
launch which 
is without 
doubt 
the 
queerest looking boat ever built. 
It is 
constructed something on the principle 
of a road rollei*. 
The chief feature is a 
big wooden cylinder, or barrel, support- 
ing a superstructure. 


Tlio barrel is 13 feet long and 10 feet 
in diameter. 
It is hollow, of course, 
and the motor power is to be applied 
from inside it. 
A framework iu 
tho 
shape of a double deck rests on grooves 
on top of tlie barrel, and from this is 
suspended a platforni, which runs chiar 
through the barrel. 
iOn this platform 
can be placed any kind of a motor, from 
a triple expansion engine to a 
hand 
crank. 
As B e c k m a n ^ present craft is 
only a model one auci of small size he 
will depend upon thè latter and a sys-

tem of cogs which liuc the inside of tlie 
cylinder. On tho outside of the cylinder 
are buckets, liko those on the 
paddle 
wheels of a side wheel steamer. 
When 
the cylinder is revolved, Beckman ex- 
perts his craft to roll gently aud swiftly 
over the water. 


The question of c^iili brium is yet to 
be dotermiued, but iu order to guard 
against the po,ssibility of hi.s framework 
being carried \inder water ho has sup- 
ported this by two finiall(>r woodc-ii cyl- 
inders which will roll along in front 
and behind the big barreL He, too, has 
elaborate plans all drawn for an ocean 
steamer to be built on this principle aud 
hopes to see one made.

A s a 
young man tho senator rec;eived a good 
education, and his prospects irere bright 
until the civil war broke out. 
He served 
for four years in the Confedei'ate army, and 
at the age of 26 returned to take charge of 
a practically worthless plantation. 
He at- 
tempted to make a living "by raising cot- 
ton until, iu 1873, he gave it up and be- 
gan the practice of law. 


That same year he entered actively into 
politics and was elected a member of the 
state senate. He was re-elected the succeed- 
ing year under the new constitution, and 
in 1877 he was chosen president of the 
body. In 1881 he was elected to the Forty- 
seventh congress and was re-elected as a 
member of the house in the two succeeding 
congresses. 
Then he was elected senator 
to succeed James D. Walker. 
He took his 
seat in Miirch, 1885, and was re-elected in 
1890. 
His present term expires March 4, 
1897. 
Senator Jones is a retiring and 
studious man, whose manners are grave 
and dignified, but always gentle and pleas- 
ing. 
He is more than 6 feet in height and 
of good proportion. 
He has seldom taken 
an active part in debate on the floor, but 
most of his work has been done in the com- 
mittee room, where his exceptional abilities 
have been generally recognized. 


NELSON'S FAMOUS FLAGSHIP. 


O^he Foadroyant Will 
Soon Appear I n 
American Waters. 


The Foudroyant, that gallant old frigate 
which is famous as Nelson's flagship, will 
be seen in American ports this fall, for she 
has been rescued from the German ship 
breakers, thoroughly overhauled and is 
now as trim and taut as when she swept 
the Mediterranean in 1799. 


The Foudroyant is, with the exception 
of the old Victory, the only tie which con- 
nects the British navy of today with that 
of Lord Nelson's time, and her oaken sides 
arc among the last remnants of those 
"wooden walls of England" of which tho 
British were once so proud. Sho was built 
for the special service of flagship, and had 
it not been for an imexpected delay at the 
dockyards would have carried Nelson into 
the battle of the Nile. 
As it was, she was 
the victor iu many a heroic single combat. 
In 1800 she carried tho renowned admiral 
when he captured Le Genereirx, and later, 
when the Guillauine Tell broke through the 
blockade of Malta, participated in one of 
the most desperate sea duels in naval his- 
tory. 
The half 
famished 
Frenchmen 
fought with mad valor, and the Foudroyant 
was nearly crippled by the first broadside, 
but tho Tell was finally subdued and mado 
a prize. 


When steel ships began to succrod the 
wooden frigates, the old Foudroyant was 
Bent to the "bonqyard" and was 
finally 


THE FOtJDKOTANT, KELSOX'S FLAGSHIP, 
stripped. 
Aliout four years ago, when the 
English admiralty, in a spasm of economy, 
began to sell olT useless old hulks, the gal- 
lant old frigate was disposed of to a flam 
of German ship breakers. 
As soon as tho 
British people heard that their beloved Nel- 
son's flagship was to be split up for fire- 
wood to light German hearths a storm of 
indignant protest was aroused that was not 
quelled until the historic relic had been 
bought back at a large increase over the 
selling price. 


Since the towering masts of the old 
frigate and all her spidery rigging have 
been restored. 
The st^inch old hull has 
been painted up and the 80 old smooth- 
bore guns remounted on her two gun 
dccka 
Sho looks today precisely as she 
did when Nelson ti-od her quarter dock, 
nearly a century ago. She is now Ijdng off 
Woolwich, England, and after she has been 
exhibited for ii time sho will take an ex- 
tended cruise, touching at Halifax, New 
York and other Atlantic port.-i. 
Sho is of 
the least possible use as a part of Eng- 
land's now navy, but as a floating monu- 
ment to Britain's greatest admiral she is 
entirely satisuu-tory.

This is to be a gay and lively campaign. 
There is to be lots of noise and smoke anot 
fire about it. 
The fighting is to be done 
w^ith a whoop and a hurrah, with a boom 
and a bang. 
It is to be the most pictur- 
esque campaign that has been seen in 
many years. 


The enthusiasm has begun early and 
promises to increase rather than diminish. 
We are to have lots of educational matter, 
largely pertaining to the 
financial 
ques- 
tion, scattered about, but we are also to 
see long and glittering night parades, with 
plenty of red fire and rockets on the side. 
The expert students of politics tell us that 
in this campaign the issues are clearly de- 
fined, and that consequently partisan en- 
thusiasm is more easily aroused than when 
the issues are somewhat cloudy and jjarty 
loyalty has to be appealed to alone. 


The novelty manufacturers, whose busi- 
ness it is to mako money out of the cam- 
paign and who study the situation from a 
commercial standpoint, say that they ex- 
pect the voters to show their enthusiasm 
in a variety of picturesque ways, and that 
they have made great preparations to meet 
an enormous demand for campaign novel- 
ties. You may be sure that their opiiUons 
are well founded. 


The bicycle Is going to be very much in 
evidence during this campaign, for tho 
wheelmen as a class are apt to be enthusi- 
astic in their politics as well as in their 
sport. With this in view, the manuacfmrera 
haveaJready put on the market a 
flambeau 
torch for bicyclists. 
I t is fitted with 
clamps so that it may be fastened to the 
frame of the bicycle and flame aloft over 
the cyclist's head. 
A tube or mouthpiece , 
runs down the standard to within easy 
reaching distance, so that the wheelman 
may blow a blast that will send the flame 
10 or 15 feet into the air m t h o u t stopping 
or dismounting. 
Bicycle campaign cluba 
by the hundreds are being formed in every 
state in the Union, and for the first time 
they will be a feature of a presidential 
campaign.. It will be very easy for tho 
wheelmen to cover ten times the usual 
length of a parade in much less time tlum-

and banners, transparencies and such ac- 
cessories maybe carried without diflSculty. 


The first campaign cycle club was form- 
ed in Paterson, N. J., the home of the Re- 
publican vice presidential nominee. Tt has 
adopted tho name of Stewart's Flying 
legion, in honor of Congressman Stewart 
of that district. 
The iegion wiU make it- 
self useful by visiting small towns on the 
occasion of rallies to lend tone and to swell 
the volume of the local paraders. This has 
been followed by the orgaçoization of nu- 
merous other political cycle clubs. 


The manufacturers of campaign novel- 
ties are making tho most of this gold and 
silver feature, by the way. 
They are car- 
rying it out in making imiforms, banners 
and buttons. 
This does not mean that 
there will be a run on the mines, for but 
little precious metal will be used, as cam- 
paign novelties are triumphs of flimsy con- 
struction and are made of cheap imitations 
of everything. 
Tinsel will masquerade as 
gold and tin as silver, but if the effect is 
produced the campaigners will be satisfied. 


Medallions bearing the heads of the two 
leaders have already appeapd. 
That of 
McKinley is of gilt and signifies "McKin- • 
ley on a gold basis. " 
The Bryan medal is 
either of silver alone or of both silver and 
gilt. 


From the myriads of campaign buttons 
which are being manufactured it would 
seem to indicate that every voter in the 
land was expected, to wear at least a dozen 
of them... The buttons bear all sorts of de- 
signs and inscriptions of more or less per- 
tinence jio the camiKiign issues. 


For the ultra enthusiast who wants to 
proclaim his political afQliations to a whole 
world of strangers who may or may not be 
interested in learning the same there is 
what is known as the campaign shirt front. 
This is made to button on in the same 
manner as the old fashioned "dicky" was 
attached to the collar band of a flannel 
shirt. 
On the bosom appears the portraits 
of the candidates framed in 
flags'printed 
in colors. 
This unique campaign novelty 
was invented by a young clerk in a Chi- 
cago music store and appeared on the 
streets of St Louis on the morning after 
the convention. 
It was then called the 
McKinley shirt front, but it is likely that 
the manufacturei-s will be bipartisan and 
issue a Bryan shirt front before long. 


A novelty in campaign lanterns has also 
•appeared. 
It is very simple of construc- 
tion, and has the merit of cheapness, being 
vnado of a common lamp chimney, a wax 
candle and a wire framework. 
This does 
away with the smoking, ill smelling and 
kerosene burning lantern of other days. 
The chimney.s can be hiid in red, white aud 
blue combinations or in solid colors, and 
tho lanterns are said to mako a good dis- 
play when carried on staffs or when swung 
in the hand. 


Then there is a wonderful campaign 
rooster made of papier mache. 
There is a 
noise making contrivance concealed in the 
neck of tho creature, and when a string is 
pulled it emits a shrieking crovr that should 
be very siitisfactory to tho enthusiastic po- 
litical rooter. 
The Napoleon hat will be 
wonderfully and fearfullj' made in vast 
quantities and will take the place of the 
grandfather's hat of the Harrison cam- 
paign. 
These novelties are only tho ad, 
vance guard of those which will follow- 
for ness- ones are appearing every day.

Previous to this 
we read that the Lord had given David 
rest from all his enemies; that the Lord 
preserved David whithersoever he went, 
and that David reigned over all Israel, ex- 
ecuting judgment and justice unto all his 
people (chapters vii, 1; viii, 6, 14, 15). 
The Lord having shown His loving kind- 
ness to David In promising to make unto 
him an everlasting kingdom, David rests 
upon the word of the Lord, and living in 
peace seeks to show kindness to all. 
We 
saw In the last lesson hia kindness to Jona- 
than's ton, and this chapter begins with a 
record of his kindness to Hanun, king of 
Ammon, but the princes of Ammon per- 
suaded Hanun that David meant evil, and 
not good, so he took David's servants who 
had come with comfort for him and treated 
them shamefully. 
David did not take 
this ingratitude and humilation as meekly 
as he had done some others and started 
Joab and the host of his mighty men out 
to punish Ammon. The Ammonites hired 
helpers and gave David battle. 


9-11. "If the Syrians be too strong for 
me, then thou shalt help me, but if the 
children of Ammon be too strong for thee, 
then I will come and help thee." 
Thus 
said Joab, the captain of David's host, to 
his brother Abishai, with whom he di- 
vided the army, Joab taking the choice 
men to contend with the Syrians, and 
Abishai taking the r e ^ o fight with the 
Ammonites. Joab and Abishai were sons 
of David's sister Zeruiah (I Chron. ii, 16; 
n Sam. ii, 18). 
There were three sons, 
but Asahel had been slain by Abner, the 
captain of Saul's host. 


la. "Be of good courage and let us play 
the men for our people and for the cities 
of our God, and the Lord do that whioh 
seemeth Him good." Thus Joab encour- 
aged the hearts of his soldiers by remind- 
ing them that they stood for God and for 
His land and people. 
Compare I Chron. 
xiz, 18. 
There is no strength like thè 
knowledge that we are for God, standing 
for Him as His witnesses. 
He gave this 
encouragement to Joshua, saying, "Be 
strong and of o good courage; be not 
afraid; neither be thou dismayed, for the 
Lord thy God is with thee whithersoever 
thou goest" (Joshua i, 9).

did both Syrians and Ammonites before 
Joab and Abishai, and Joab returned and 
came to Jerusalem. 
It was written con- 
cerning Israel that "one should chase 
l,ppO and two put 10,000 to fiight." "The 
Lorà shall cause thine enemies that rise 
up against thee to be smitten before thy 
face; they shall come out against thee one 
way and fiee bèfore thee seven ways" 
(Deut. xxxii, 80; xxviil, 7). 
When Iwael 
v^ent forth as the people of God, no armies 
could stand before them, for God was with 
them to fight thèir battles (Deut. i, 30; iii, 
23). When they went in their own strength, 
they were easily overcome. 
With us now 
in this present life It must be a whoie 
hearted reliance upon God either for salva- 
tion or for.victory over self and sin; other- 
wise our enemies will be too strong for us.

The spirit that was in Pharaoh and 
Sennacherib is the spirit of thè devil, who 
would, if possible, dethrone God Himself. 
It shall be fully manifest in the last days 
in the person of the antichrist, who shall 
with his armies make war against the 
Lamb of God and His armies, but the 
Lamb shall overcome them for He is Lord 
of Lords and King of Kings (Bev. xix, 19, 
80; xvil, 14). The liast phase of it shall be 
at the end of the thousand years of Christ's 
personal reign, when the devil, loosed 
from the pit, shall make his last attack 
upon the people of God (Bev. xx, 7-10).

"All nations wh^.n thou hast 
made shall come and worship before Thee, 
O Lord, and shall glorify Thy name" (Ps.

A Woman's Claim Against the 
Late Senator Fair's Estate. 


SATS SHE IS HIS LAWFÜL WIDOW. 


A Sensationat Case Kow Going on In San 
Francisco—Carious Testimony Regarding 
the liife of tlie Multimillionaire Senator. 
A Schoolteacher's Claims. 


All San Francisco is interested over tho 
mystery of the financial relations between 
the late millionaire Senator James G. Fair 
and Mrs. Nettie R. Craven. 
She claims 
that Senator Fair gave her a vast estate. 
It included a business block on Sansome 
street, San Francisco, and a fine homestead 
on Mission street, the entire property 
amounting to about $1,000,000. 


It appears, however, that tho deeds of 
Senator Fair were drav?n in pencil, and 
the attorney for the Fair heirs intimate 
that they are forgeries. 
There are no end 
of rumors as to this Interesting case. 
It 
is stated on tho one hand that the heirs of- 
fered to compromise some time ago by giv- 
ing Mrs. Craven $500,000 if she would re- 
linquish all her claims to the Fair estate 
and on the other that Mrs. Craven is at 
the head of a forgery bureau. Sensational 
events in the case occur ^ rapid succes- 
sion, but the end will probably not be 
reached for some time. 


The other day Mrs. Craven demanded 
the production of the contract hy which 
Mra Theresa A. Oelrichs, Virginia Fair 
and Charles L. Fair bound themselves to 
settle her claims against the estate of 
James G. Fair for $500,000.

On this long 
tour, with the aid 
of an excellent dragoman, I have < not 
only been enabled to visit the principal 
cities and towns of these historically 
interesting countries of which I have 
written, but I have had occasion to 
study the habits and customs of the 
wild Bedouin tribes that live their un- 
settled lives in these valleys and along 
those mountain slopes. 
On the west- 
ern side of the Jordan river there are 
many of these roving bodies of men, 
women and children, divided into dif- 
ferent family tribes, but on the east- 
ern side of-the river there are only a 
few 
tribes, 
much 
larger 
than 
the 
others and very much wilder. 
Each 
tribe has a sheik, or prince, who is 
final authority on all questions, and 
often has the power ot life and death.' 
This office is hereditary, as a rule; 
When an election Is necessary it is 
done by vocal declaration, and must 
in all cases be unanimous, and must 
be indorsed by the government at Con- 
stantinople. 
The head of each tribe is 
legally required to pay to the sultan 
one Turkish- pound (nearly ?5) for each 
man who is able to go to war, which 
amount, paid "yearly, rids these me^ 
from military duty under the govern- 
ment. 
Certain districts of country are 
allowed these tribes, where their tents 
and herds are usually found, but fre- 
quently they roam In other parts of 
the land, carrying on their independent 
raids until they are driven into their 
own regions by Turkish guns. 
Their 
tents are generally made of the hair 
of goats, ingeniously woven, and their 
food consists nearly altogether of bread 
made into thin wafers, looking very 
much like sheets of sandpaper, butter 
made from the goat and buffalo cow 
and fish, which abound 
in 
all 
the 
streams. 
The Bedouins are natural- 
born robbers, and it is always unsafe 
for any one to pass through 
their 
country unguarded. 
A few months ago 
a party was visiting the Jordan and 
the Dead Sea with the usual guard, 
but four of the number separated from 
the others, and in less than two hours 
they 
were 
seized, 
robbed 
of 
their 
horses, money and clothing. 
A most 
pitiable set they were, I am told, when 
they reached their tents after night. 
Rolla Floyd, who is the only American 
dragoman in Palestine and Syria, en- 
tertained me for several daj's by a re- 
cital of some of his experiences dur- 
ing a 80 years' stay in the country. 
Not long since, while accompanying a 
number 
of 
ladies 
and 
gentlemen 
through the desert, in the neighbor- 
hood of ancient Shechem, a noise was 
heard in the hills near by, and on turn- 
ing he found they were 
being 
sur- 
rounded by forty or 
fifty 
Bedouins 
headed by their sheik. Of course there 
was great terror among the party, and 
for a while Mr. Floyd 
was 
stricken 
with fear. But a fortunate thought oc- 
curred to the dragoman. It is a custom 
among these wild tribes to befriend any 
one who is in trouble if he reaches the 
sheik, and, seizing his belt, exclaims: 
"I am your guest." 
While demands 
were being made upon Mr. Floyd and 
those under bis protection 
and the 
robbers were in the act of carrying 
out their desires, he 'rushed forward, 
and taking a strong grip upon tho belt 
of the sheik, exclaimed 
in 
Arabic:

LOCOMOTIVES BUILT IN JAPAN. 


K.Tperlmental Work Proves » SnceeH la 
Constrnptlon and Eotmomy. 


An Ehigliah consular report recently 
published saysi 
"Much interest was 
created among English builders by the 
accounts published in trade Journals in 
England of the first locomotive-built at ' 
the government railway workshops in 
Japan, which, it was ; said , was com- 
pleted at a cost of £1,3(^0,'while a simi- 
lar locomotive built in England could* 
not be placed on. the line in Japan, 
ready for running, at a less cost than 
£1,800 pounds. 
The alleged cost in 
Japan was fallacious, no allowance^^ hay.^ 
ing been made for interest on captt^i^ 
scientific superintendence 
and othier 
charges, all of which would be taken 
into consideration by private builders, 
but at the same time there was no , 
doubt that the cost, no matter 
how 
liberally calculated, was comparatively 
low. 
Most of its parts were entirely 
constructed 
at 
the 
works 
in 
Japan—boiler, 
water 
tanks, 
wheels, 
cylinders and valves—and only 
the 
frame plates and a few minor parts 
came in a rough state from'abroad. 
This engine started running on April 
26, and has since run over 80,000 miles 
with perfect success, lowness in con- 
sumption of coai; good hauling capac- 
ity and steadiness. . Four tender loco- 
motives have since been built in the 
same workshops and are now running 
on the Hiogo-Kioto section of the Tok- 
kaido railway. They have already run 
over 15,000 miles, and in all respects 
' 
are giving as complete satisfaction "as 
the first. Two of the largest privaite 
railway companies are now following 
the example set by the government sind 
trying the experiment 
of 
construct- 
ing their own locomotives. 
Neither 
government nor private companies will, 
however, be able for many years yet 
to satisfy more than a very small frac- 
tion of their requirements in this re- 
spect."

Who 
iwe -'they'managing,,the merchandise 
of the world, buil^f]çi^g . the walls, tin- 
nihg the roofs, wéavinjr the carpets, 
making the laws, guverning the na- 
tions, making,the earth to quake and 
heave and roar and rattle with the 
tread of gigàntic enterprise?

dietetics, there would not be so many 
. dyspeptic stomachs and weak nerves 
and inactive livers among children. If 
parents knew more of 
physiology, 
there would not be so many curved 
spines and cramped chests and Inflamed 
throats and diseased lungs as there are 
among children. If parents knev? more 
of art, and were in sympathy with all 
that Is beautiful, there would not be 
so many children coming out in the 
world with boorish proclivities.

counts were found to be in a most un- 
satisfactory condition. 
He had invest- 
ed Mrs.. Custer's money in his own 
name. 
It proved to be an injudicious 
investment. 
He failed to realize what 
he expected. 
Mrs. Custer lost at least 
S5,0<>0. The saddest 
revelation 
was 
that the worthless mortprage of which 
he had warned her was against him- 
self.—N. Y. Herald.

How a Minister Came to Buy It, and How 
He Sold It. 


Rev. Francis Winter was a native of 
Boston and a graduate of Harvard col- 
lege. 
He came to Bath earlji- in 17(57, 
and after preaching on probation for 
the Orthodox church, was Invited to 
settle, which invitation he accepted. 
He was ordained in the autumn of the 
same year. 
He came to Bath on horse- 
back in company with Lemuel Standish. 
Mr. Winter came from Boston, where 
he had associated with such eminent 
men as Adams, Otis, and Warren, him- 
self becoming an ardent patriot, taking 
the lead in the revolutionary measures 
adopted in Bath during that memora- 
ble period. 


Mr. Winter married Miss Abigail 
Alden in 17(i8, and it is through her 
that the Winters of to-day traced their 
ancestry back to the "Puritan Maiden 
of Plymouth," 


Tiiree years a f t e r the inarriafje of 
Rev. Francis Winters and Abigail Al- 
den they started to visit a sister of 
Mrs. Winter living in Connecticut, and 
intended to ride all the wn^' on horse- 
back, but Mrs. Winter became so fa- 
tigued t h a t Mr. Winter sold one of the 
horses 
for a carriage 
and 
harness. 
It was the 
first carriage 
t h a t ever 
came into 
Maine 
and 
was called a 
chaise. 
Tra veling was so difficult t h a t 
two negroes wore emploj'ed to accom- 
pany tlieui with shovels and axes to 
clear the road. »Several times the chaise 
had to be taken a p a r t and lifted over 
fallen 
trees. 
The 
minister's 
par- 
ishioners thoufi-ht t h a t he was putting- 
on too much style for their pastor to 
ride in a carriag-e, and in con.sequence 
Mr. Winter sold it. 
This was in 1771. 
It was a two-wheeled chaise, the body 
resting- 
lui leather 
thorough 
braocs, 
wliii-h 
-vverc 
iitiarhed 
lo 
wooden 
Bpriii-'-s. - Lo'.viston Journal,

The Harm It Can Do from a Oootoi*i 
Standpoint. 


"Half a pint of beer won't do any- 
body any harm." 
So said a 
broken- 
down, blear-eyed individual to whom, 
110 doubt, half a pint was not much 
more than a mouthful. 


If there was but one half pint of 
beer in the world, and no possibility of 
making or getting any more, it might, 
perhaps, go down some red lane or 
other 
without 
any 
serious 
conse- 
quences. 
But our solitary half pint 
is a myth, and, in pleading for one, our 
beery friend had his eye on a long se- 
ries of half pints, which, if one were 
allowed to be smuggled 
in, 
would 
jilead the precedent, and join the first 
in the region -within. Hence, the ques- 
tion is not simply to what one-half 
pint can do or not do. Half a pint to- 
day means half a pint to-morrow, and 
the next day, and the next, and so on, 
day after day, week after week, month 
after month, and year after year. Nay, 
it often means more than that. 
The 
half pint for dinner paves the way for 
the half pint for supper; the half pint 
this year often means a pint next year, 
or, in too many cases, half pint after 
half pint, or even pot after pot. 


Then, again, the innocent half 
pint 
of beer is the excuse for something 
stronger on occasion—the 
glass 
of 
wine or glass of spirits. 
So, the half 
pint is but the camel's nose, and be-

hind that the camel's head, and 
his 
neck and his carcass all complete. 
The 
invited gnest becomes the tyrant who 
means to stay. 


It, is impossible to confine the discus- 
sion to the merits or demerits of half 
a pint of beer, but it is possible to show, 
that even this quantity does not im- 
prove a man in any particular; but, on 
the contrary, alters him for the worse. 
Half a pint of beer contains somewhere 
about one tablespoonful of 
alcohol— 
more, as a rule—and this is equal to an 
ounce and a half of pure brandy, i. e., 
two or three teaspoonfuls. There are 
many who think nothing of half a pint 
Of. beer who would- think twice before 
taking half a wineglass of spirits, and 
who may, therefore, realize that the 
said half a pint is not the sweet innocent 
which some allege it to be. 


It can be proved that half a pint, of 
bçer can lower the temperature of the 
body. This can be tested by means of 
a special thermometer (such as doc- 
-tors use), and the heat of the mouth 
should be taken just before taking the 
beer and a quarter of an hour after- 
w ards. 
The difference may 
not 
be 
great, but it shows that half a pint of 
beer is not too little to have some ef- 
fect, and that this eiïect is to cool the 
body, not to warm it, as it is common- 
ly supposed to do. 


I t can also be shown that half 
a 
pint of beer can blunt the senses to a 
slight extent, though the person who 
has taken it will probably declare 
that 
hé does not feel any diflCerence. But 
although this may be true, the fact 
has been proved by special instruments 
devised by me for thé purpo.se, and so 
the fact that the difference is not felt 
tends to confirm the correctness of the 
conclusion. It may be'admitted, how- 
ever, that comparisons between the 
sharpness of the senses at 
different 
times are difficult to perceive, unless it 
is measured in some very delicaté way 
or other. 


But. the great indictment 
is 
that 
prosent half pints create a desire for 
future half i^lnts and necessitate the 
continuance of the traffic in intoxicat- 
ing liquors, which has been the ruin of 
millions, and will be the riiin of 
mil- 
ions yet to come imlesa it be ended, 
root and branch.—J. J. Ridge, M. D..

Rev. Jenkins Lloyd Jones preached 
his annual temeperauee sermon the oth- 
er morning in Oakland musi(î ])«]], Chi- 
cago, and devoted it to the work of the 
Citizens' League for the Suppression of 
"the Sale of Liquor to Minors. 
One ex- 
feerpt from his address ia appended: 


"Of 4,663 cases at the Fort Hamilton 
inebriate asylum, in New York, 3,168 
were born in the United States. Of the 
COO inebriates at this same institution, 
studied at another time, only 59 could 
be considered illiterate; 341 of them 
had passed through the American com- 
mon schools and 112 had received a col- 
lege training. 
These facts point to 
a moral defection. The moral sense is 
weak, made so by the complacency of an 
easy optimism that regards the drink 
habit as a harmless social indulgence, 
capable of injuring only the supposed 
'few who cannot 
withstand 
templ^^a- 
tion,' or, as the smart yoiujg man snys, 
as he lifts his beer mug with an un- 
steady hand, or drains his wine gla^s 
with a flushed face, 'those who do not 
know enough to take care of 
them- 
selves.' 
Is he taking carejof himself? 
(Granted, for argument's sake, that hp 
will never need to be helped home, much 
less will the heavy hand of the police- 
man ever be laid upon his shoulder or 
the cell of the police court ever know 
him, still he is flying in the face of the 
coldest science that you can take coun- 
sel of. 


"There is but one conclusion among 
economists, physicians, men of science 
and men of morals concerning the use 
of alcoholic drinks as a beverage, and 
that is that it is a waste of money, à 
strain on the body, a menace to the mor- 
als of any man or woman who Indulges 
therein. 
Rule out of court if you Will 
every maji with a suspicion of fanati- 
cism in his attitude toward this ques- 
tion, dismiss every teetotaler and evci-y 
prohibitionist, suspect every preacher 
and every teacher of morals 
in 
the 
land, ask only the best balanced brains 
to be found among the judicial, educa- 
tional and industrial leaders 
of 
our 
land, and the verdict 
is 
practically 
unanimous that alcoholic drinks, from 
beer to absinthe, as a regular beverage, 
is unnecessary to the healthy, and, ex- 
cept under medical prescription, to the 
sick. 


"If the physiological apology 
fails 
there are those who still cling to the 
sociological justification. 
It 
helps 
along good fellowship. It is a vehicle 
of merriment. 
It makes life less grim 
and enables one to come 
into 
cldsei' 
contact with his fellow man. To state 
tj[iis argument is to refute it. Are the 
resources of life, the conditions of com- 
rodeship,- the vehicles of thought, de- 
pendent on such a treacherous medium 
as that which debauches its millions 
annually, brings thousands into 
sui- 
cide graves, makes fools of the 
wise 
and leads the virtuous Into crime and 
dishonor?"

StrlnRent Measures Adopted to Bepiesa 
Evils oi Stronfi: Drink in Austria. 


Some time since we had occasion to 
refer to an -account of Swiss legislation 
for the inebriate, set forth in a govern- 
ment paper. This has been followed iip 
by a similar report Issued by the foreign 
ofHce with reference, to Austria-Hun- 
gary. 
Hitherto there has been spécial 
legislation çn drunkenness only In Gal- 
icia, Lodqme^rla, Çracow and Bukovina, 
whereby persons creating à nuisance by 
being drunk 'in res^urants, 
public 
houses and public places are liable to a 
maximum imprisonment of one,month. 
No legal proceedings can lae taken for 
the recovery of debt for ihe supply of 
spirituous liquors on credit, and pèrspns 
convictcd of drunkenness three times 
within • one year may be 
prohibited 
from visiting liquor shops in their neigh- 
borhoood for one year under penalty of 
fine or imprisonment. 


In other parts of Austria drunkards 
come under the law of curatel as spend- 
thrifts, or, when mentally affected from 
alcoholic excess, confined 
in 
lunatic 
asylums. 
As to curatel, a person may 
be judicially declared a spendthrift if 
he is proved to be running through his 
property senselessly, and thus exposing 
his family to future destitution by con- 
tracting loans under reckless or ruinous 
conditions. 
As to madmen and idiots, 
only those who are judiciously declared 
to be such after minute examination 
and consultation with medical officers 
appointed by the court are compulsorily 
dealt with. 
In both cases the judicial 
declaration must be published. 


The -aystem of placing drunkards In 
lunatic asylums has been 
condemned 
by experts. 
Dr. Adalbert Tilkbwsky, 
director of the state asylum at Ybbs, 
lays down: First, that the cure of alco- 
holic mental cases, -though rapid, is not 
permanent, owing to the tendency to 
relapse and inability tO resist tempta- 
tions to drinking; 
second, the relapses 
are largely brought about by a desire to 
obtain comfortable board and lodging 
at public expense; third, 
thé 
"free" 
treatment of lunatics is unsuited 
to 
drunkards, giving them opportunities 
of procuring liquor; fourth, in the fir.st 
stages drunkards are only morally de- 
fective, not mad; fifth, mixing drunk- 
ards, who are often sane, ÀAnth lunatics 
is bad for the latter, alcoholics 
being 
generally degenerate, but 
otherwisse 
sane, and, therefore, having a bad influ- 
ence on the insane. — British Medical 
Journal.

If the law of gravitation, for instance, 
should act less absolutely than it does, 
making exceptions when the falling ob- 
ject is to bruise us, or the heavy object 
refuses to yield to our strength, what 
would ensue? 
Confusion worse con- 
founded. If you could not tell when you 
sat down whether you were to go 
through the floor or not, and w^hen you 
threw a thing into the air could not 
tell whether it would ever come down 
again or not, what could you do but 
grow Insane with the rest of creation ? 


It is because natural laws are so uni- 
form and reliable that we are able to 
use them with such magnificent pre- 
cision and such astounding results. 


Let one stand at night at some great 
railway junction and watch the trains 
coming in and going out, "examine the 
system of signals and switches and all 
the varied appliances of a great railway 
system, and he will be impressed not 
only with the wealth of human inge- 
nuity and intellect, "but also with the 
delicacy and strength of the materials, 
forces, laws, by which all this is made 
possible.

The Supreme Interest of Jesus Centered 
About Others, Not Himself. 


The supreme interest of Jesus on the 
eve of His own death centered not about 
Himself, but about His disciples 
and 
his Kingdom. 
The accounts the evon- 
gelists have given us of the conversa- 
tion at the Last Supper are all marked 
by the same dominant note. The things 
that happened that evening which leK 
the deepest traces in the memory of the 
disciples were the Master's kind rebuke 
of their childish anxiety for 
preem- 
inence; the warning of temptation to 
which they would be exposed; His so- 
licitude for Peter; His keen sorrow for 
Judas; 
and His loving commendation 
of the Eleven to God. With his usual 
insight John condenses the total 
im- 
pression of that last evening into a 
single sentence, and says: 
"Having 
loved His own which were in the world. 
He loved them unto the end." 
It is 
such an indirect glance as this account 
gives into the inner disposition of Jesus 
that gives us the most vl-vid impression 
of His relationship to His followers. * 


No one, rtoo, can fail to notice hów 
our Lord's recognition of defect and 
failure of the disciples is coupled with 
the most august forecast of their final 
victory and honor. It startles us to rend 
In close connection with that account 
of unseemly wrangling. His words: "I 
appoint unto you a kingdom, as 
my 
Father hath appointed Unto me; 
that 
j'e may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and sit on thrones judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel." Never òrice 
did the slowness of the disciples 
to 
learn His lessons or catch His spirit 
discourage His fine and high anticipa- 
tions of the ultimate Issue. 
He had 
faith in them, and faith in what they 
had received from Him. Nothing mòre 
shames our impatience with our fel- 
low Christians, and our harsh, censòr- 
•ious judgments of their 
immaturity, 
than a study of this attitude of om 
Lord towards' conduct that would nat- 
urally have awakened misgivings as 
to whether all His work and Influence 
with these men had not been a fail- 
ure. 


And yet to complete the picture we 
must recall that sinister figure of the 
traitor. 
Why, w e sometimes feel Ilk? 
asking, did not Jesus lift a hand or break 
out in an expostulation against the sin 
of Judas ? Why was there such patience 
and indulgence toward the 11, and such 
silent submission to the working out 
of the dark plot? The mystery of un- 
godliness is as impenetrable as the mys- 
tery of godliness. 
It is not for: us tn 
fathom that dark abyss. But this, at 
least, we may confidently afTirnl. Be- 
tween the loyal and single heailt, and. 
the selfish and 
double-dealing' soul, 
there is a great gulf 
fixed. 
There is 
an orbit whose curve sweeps the soul 
of man beyond celestial attractions. The 
attempt to identify sin with 
Imma- 
turity, which finds almost sacrilegious 
expression in the assertion: 
"The fall 
of man is a fall upward," does not cor- 
respond to the facts of life, or to the 
witness of conscience, but that èhould 
not blind us to the truth that loyal souls, 
like those of the 11, are riot riecessarily 
perfect, and t h a t immaturity in grace 
is the real explanation of riiany ap- 
parent failures. There is à Whole diam- 
eter of ' diifercnce between an imma- 
ture human life and an Immature Chris 
tian life.-^Bostori Watchman.

He Beoeived Sl.aS For Mar rylngr m Couple 
Virom Canada—The Goulds Say "Blaok- 
mail"—An Alleged Dausrhtetr—An Inter- 
ecting £xMblt In the Case. 


To those 
are unfamiliar with, tho 
Btory'of Jay Goiiid's early life the suit,-now 
• pending of an oldj wrinkled and illiterate 
woman, Sarah A ^ Angeli by name, ior a 
tìo^er 
?ighti in $73^000,000 comes like a 
thunder olap in a clear: sky. But to others 
the Btory has been known for years, and 
the success by which the^keleton has been 
kept looked in the famlìyvcloset seems nwr- 
Telous. 
Thè plaintiff liasucome into court 
and alleged she married Go uld on or about 
Apra 16, 1853; that she livM with him as 
Ibis lawful wife, and thait wU^n he died he 
left her a lawful widow. 
It , was in 1852 
ithat Gould went to RouseV Point with 
j)lansfòr a survey of the enltire state of 
New York. 
The future miUianaire was 
then but 1« years old, and the d»)i woman 
of toiday who claims to be his wiV^^w was 
i>ut 15. 
Her yellow locks, rural ini.;iocence 
«Jid irigtìinptis simplicity took (j^ould's 
^ ^ amd^apcording to the plaintiff he soon 
¿m&arried 'her. 
The young couple did. not 
Jlive together ior any length of time, a nd 
ishortly after the marriage the wife sepk't- 
xated from her own family and went tc^ 
rv^rork as a dwnestic in another household. 
'She still kept her maiden name of Sarah 
3rown, so the story goes, and had little 


i Intercourse with her own family. 
It was 
therefore a surprise to her father when she 
0£uae home one day with a little daughter. 
jNor did his anger melt when the particu- 
llars of the wedding were carefully related 
ito him. 
He asked for the proof, and the 
daughter produced a marriage certificate, 
;which, according to the story she now tells, 
itev. Dr. Nathan Leighton, now of Tunk- 
hannock, Pa., had lawfully filled out and 
«iven to her. In fit of rage he tore it up 
and throw it in the fire. Its loss, how- 
ever, seems not to be very material, for 
'Bev. Dr. Leighton seems to think that he 
pearformed the ceremony. 
His testimony 
f a . ^ e case is that he has a book containing 
memoranda which s^ves a record of the 
auairiagé of a couple who migh^ have been 
iGould and Miss Angeli, and the record 
^showed he received $1.25 for tying the 
knot , Dr. Leighton remembered a servant 
girl who was tn his employ during the 
year 1858, who had remained one year, and 
Tie had mancied her to Cteorge Jldisford. 
Her name was Mary Ann Shields. Witness 
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BEV. NATHAN LEIGHTON. 
did not remember that Miss Shields had 
been present at the weddi ng of "a couple 
from Canada," though ivhe might have 
Tieen. 


At thftt time he kept two -kinds of mar- 
riage certificate blanks, on. 3 of which it 
was his fixed rule to fill ot\t and give to 
each bride. The reason for k eeping differ- 
ent kinds of these blanks w.as that some 
time the • fee received would not warrant 
the giving of an expensive blaiik. Witness 
had some of the blanks left, and one of 
them was produced and a copy made and 
inade a part of the testimony. 


Mary M. Leighton, the pastor's daugh- 
ter, testified that she was bom in 1847 and 
became blind when about 6 years of age. 
She recollected distincfdy living with her 
parents at Champlain a:ad also being pres- 
ent at the performance of marriage cere- 
monies there at which her father oflSciafted. 


She remembered well the domestic, Mary 
Ann Shields, and her marriage to George 
Edisford, as testified to by her father. The 
lawyer, on behalf of the plaintiff, directed 
the attention of the witness to the visit 
made to the parsonage in 1853 of a crip- 
pled beggar. 
The witness described the 
beggar and spoke of his tenor voice. She 
recalled that it was in the winter, as her 
father had caused the snow to be cleared 
away out to an old well, that she might 
play there. 


The beggar incident gains importance 
because Mary Ann Shields, tihe servant 
gtrl, iiowMrs. George Edisford of Ormis- 
ton, Canada, fixes the dates and the parties 
by the visit of this crippled beggar. 
. The Goulds assert that Mrs. Angell is 
but another of the alleged blackmailing 
claimants to dower rights who cropped up 
after the death of the financier. Three of 
the pseudo widows were easily proved im- 
postors. 
This fourth one will not be put 
down so easily. 


But the interesting exhibit in the case 
will be the alleged daughter of Jay Gould, 
a Mrs. J. H. Pierce, who is now living at 
Bock Springs, Wy. Mrs. Pierce 
never 
knew anything about her mother or father, 
it is alleged, until a strange woman called 
on her one day and told her that her father 
was Jay Gould. 
So one day, when she 
read that Mr. Grould was going to pass 
through a nearby town on a trip through 
the northwest, she went to the town, wait- 
ed for liim, and as he got out of the train 
said to him: 


"Mr. Gould, I am your daughter, and 
my mother was Sarah Ann Brown. ' ' 


Gould perhaps remembered Aaron Burr ' s 
famous reply when charged with paternity 
of an illegitimate child. ' ' If any woman, ' ' 
said Burr, "honors me with a claim of this 
character, I am too much of a gentleman 
to deny it. "' 


"If you are my daughter and can prove 
it," replied Mr. Gould, "I will see what I 
can do for you. " 


This conversation, it is alleged, was 
overheard by a United States marshal, 
who has made an affidavit. 
Another affi- 
davit, made : by a Mr. Fillmore of San 
Francisco, is said to set forth that Mr. 
Gould once told Fillmore that he had in 
his'youth married a girl in the northern 
parfc of thé state, but believed she was dead.

A. Medical Scientist Claims He Has Found 
the C^rm -of Insanity. 


According to tiie views of Dr. Warren L. 
Babcock, a New York scientist of high 
!rtanding, insi«iity can msw be cured by 
tapping the spinal marrow. 
If Dr. Bab- 
5(W;k is noit-mistaken, this is the greatest 
miedical discovery in the la»t 25 years. But, 
In view of the mistaken claims of medical 
BciOD'tists, the public will be slow to accept 
thi^ announcement. 
It may go the way 
fchat»the cure for tuberculosis has gone, as 
well as »that for diphtheria and cancer. Be 
lihig ias it may, Dr. Babcock is quite con- 
fident» t£iat he has found the germ of men- 
tal diiseiise, that the spirwil marrow may 
be .drained without death, and that insan- 
ity Khas a »t last begun to yield to scientific 
Investigation, its dangers tottering before 
medical advance. 
It was only recently 
that tho first operation oif puncturing to 
throw oil the cerebro spinal fluid was per- 
formed. 
Cases of acute delirious mania 
suitable» for such an operation are rather 
hard to find at the moment they are want- 
ed, but» Dr. Babcock finally found one, and

thotygh the patient afifceirward died he was 
muchibenefited at theit time. 
While visit- 
ing Dr. Babcock the other day at the Sb. 
Lawuence State hospital at Ogdensburg a 
reporter of the New York Journal exam- 
ined the miOToscopic sljides where tne in- 
sanity germs were exposed. The tiny black 
dotsiire the germs of acute delirious mania. 
The^patches of many lines are merely bits 
of tissue. 
Dr. Babcock told his own story 
of this most amazing discovery as follows: 


" A patient suffering from acute deliri- 
ous mania was submitted to the operation 
of lumbar puncture, which, by the way, 
iswne of recent evolution in surgery, and 
95 ci^bic centimeters of cerebro Spinal fluid 
withdrawn from the subdural space of the 
cordjuthe puncture being made in the lum- 
bar region between the first and second 
lumbar vertebrse posteriorly. In health the 
mem:t)ranes of the brain and cord contain 
only about 50 cubic centimeters of cerebro 
spina^ fluid. In this case nearly double 
that amovmt was obtained, and yet an 
amoui? t approximating the normal was al- 
lowed to remain so that shock would not 
supervene. The solids of the fluid from the 
first puncture were precipitated by a cen- 
trifugal machine, and then stained for 
bacteria. 
Gram's method with aniline 
dyes was used, and the specimens mounted 
in balsam in the usual way. Greatly to my 
surprise, each slide contained great num- 
bers of germs. 


" To further demonstrate the infectious 
nature of the germ, a part of the fluid ob- 
tained from the case was kept at body 
temperature under aseptic precautions for 
a sufficient length of time, or about five 
nai-nutes, to be inoculated into some rab- 
bits. 
As anticipated, the rabbits soon 
showed signs of a mild infection. The 
temperature of both rabbits rose from 2 to 
4 degrees above the normal temperature of 
this animaL They began to eat very jKior- 
ly and rapidly lost in weight for 48 hours, 
appeairing quite ill meanwhile. 
At the 
end od! 73 hours they appeared to be recov- 
ering from the infection, in a milder form, 
after passing through several stages of 
growth. 
The doctor and his associates be- 
lieve that if the germ can be cultured arti- 
ficially it will produce in rabbits the same 
infection as was produced by the inocula- 
tion of the cerebro spinal fluid."

Done in bl;ick eliiiTi.u or lisse 
and laid over white or some plain light 
colored stuff, it is exquisite. 


I sav,- one piece rrf black chiffon which 
was made especially to trim a dress for 
Mrs. Ogden (Joelet. Tho ciiiffon had small 
medallions of white jioint lace set on and 
the luitlerpart cut away. 
Around tlie me- 
dallions tliere were a row of different col- 
ored glass beads and a vine pattern in jet 
beads wrougJit upon the surface; so that 
the lace medallions became tho blossoms 
to the vine. 
Then below this were two 
straight lines of iridescent spangles, with 
a narrow row of lace between them. 


Below this was another close vine, with 
green lilackben-ies done in em.erald and 
garnet beads.

The front 
and back were but eight inches deep, ex- 
cept that down the front there was a band 
of the muslin, covered with four lines of 
Valenciennes insertion, each half an inch 
wide. 
The whole collar had two rows of 
insertion all around it, set flat on the 
lawn. 
There was a narrow puffing of 
black silk mull around every part of the 
collar and around the neck. 
This was in- 
tended to be worn over thin white or very 
light colored dresses. 
Tho long piece 
which extended down in the front was 
lost under the belt. 


A very novel arrangement consisted of 
a light blue ribbon stock, with a very full 
ruffle of white chiffon at the top, lying 
over a row of ecru lace. 
To this was at- 
tached a blouse plait of white silk, covered 
with white chiffon and studded with imi- 
tation pearls. To this was attached a fold- 
ed belt of blue ribbon, and below that 
there were two ecru lace ruffles, one three 
and the other five inches wide.

I admired very much a 
collar and front of black and white lace. 
The band at tho neck was covered in front 
with white lace, and this same lace extend- 
ed downward, forming a square plastron, 
ending at tho bust line. 
I t was caught in 
there with folded black satin ribl)on and a 
bow of tho same.. In the back of the neck 
there was a bow of ribbon, and tulip leaf 
points were set all around the neckband. 
Thc.se had silk inside, and white 1.41 e laid 
over it upon the upper side and black lace 
below, with a row of beading eitouiuI the 
wire edges. Across tlie front of the shuul- 
dcrs there were jabot frills of bkiek t:liread 
lace, and this extended across tho back of 
the neck lilie ii very full frilled collar. 
This, being in blade and wliite, could bo 
worn with anything, in any color and in 
any quality of material. 


The variety of these tasteful lace and 
ribbon accessories is so great that I could 
not possibly do them justice, so will leave 
them to mention the new pci>luni, which 
aates Iroiu tne days when (jorue±ia ctrnj^- 
ged forth her children to display them as 
her jewels. 
The peplum of this seiison is

out of style. 


Ther.e was another piece of work done to 
order. 
This, however, will never go out 
of style as long as women love lace. 
This 
was a lace front. 
The lace was old point 
transferred on to sheer linen batiste, with 
all the netted mesh cut away. 
This wjxs 
put on to the crean^ white clairettc gown, 
like reversed revers, leaving open a V 
shaped plaiting of white batiste cut on the 
bias. 
The waist was of pale green taffetii, 
and the neck was finished with a full ruche 
of silk mull. 


Outing gowns are marked by neatness 
and style and finish more than by any su- 
perfluity of fanciful trimming. 
Striped

Mnny great cities will be burned." 


To make the matter worse, it is af- 
firmed that the Frere Olivarius had, in 
his day, "a great reputation for perspi- 
cacity." 
Rut, as he goes^ still further, 
and announces the end of'the world for 
1899, it makes a difference to Paris of 
only three years, after all. 


The subject of the dissolution of all 
things earthly, when the heavens shall 
be rolled together in a scroll, and time 
shall be no longer for this little star of 
the universe called the earth, has al- 
ways exercised a strange fascination 
over the minds of men. 
Prophets and 
astrologers have presented their specu- 
lations from time to time, while scien- 
tists and students have argued the case 
again and again from the standopint of 
known hypothesis and seemingly logi- 
cal argument. T h e Bible is full of dec- 
larations on this point, and the early 
Christian 
fathers 
taking 
their 
cue 


PROF. FALB. 
therefrom, wrought out many ingeni- 
ous deductions. 


Renewed attention has been given to 
this subject during the last few years. 
Camille 
Frammarlon, 
the 
eminent 
Fi-ench astronomer, has written much 
upon t h e subject, and in one 
recent 
work has vividly described the possi- 
bility of the destruction of t h e world 
by collision with a comet. 
Lieutenant 
Totten, of the United States army, and 
military instructor at Yale college, has 
also attained considerable notoriety by 
his predictions based upon deductions 
from Biblical chronology and prophecy. 
Professor Falb, of Vienna, an accom- 
plished scientist, who h a s achieved a 
reputation throughout all Europe for 
his meteorological knowledge, and par- 
ticularly for his extraordinary famili- 
arity with the haljits and customs of 
earthquakes, has also given considera- 
ble attention to t h e subject, and, on the 
whole, has commanded more 
respect 
than most of his fellow prophets. 


Professor Falb's predictions of sels- 
matic disturbances have been remarka- 
bly filled. 
His warning of the great 
earthquake at Zante, May 6 and 7, 1893, 
was published by newspapers all over 
the world the day before the 
earth- 
quake occurred. 
Another example of 
his accurate fore-knowledge is shown 
in the fact that on March 31, 1893, he 
wrote to the Tourist club of Vienna, 
accepting an invitation to lecture about 
earthquakes, but added that he would 
like better to defer his lecture until 
after April 13, as an earthquake would 
occur at that time, which would aid 
him in giving 
them 
enlightenment. 
As a matter of fact an earthquake oc- 
curred April 8, and was felt all over 
Southern Hungary. 
Professor Falb's 
prophecies go back over a number of 
years, have usually been made from 
nine to twenty months in advance and 
have almost liii every instance be-en cor- 
rect. 
. The latest prediction 
of 
Professor 
Falb is even more disturbing than that 
of any he has heretofore made. He as- 
serts that on November 13, 1899, that 
heavenly 
wanderer, 
known 
as tbe 
comet of 1866, will appear and collide 
with the earth, then will be the end of 
the earth as far as we are concerned. 


These prophecies are scientific pre- 
dictions, based upon scientific investi- 
gations into the physical conditions of 
the earth. 
Professor Falb believes ali 
the deep dov;n Interior of the earth is 
filled with a molten mass which is sub- 
ject to ebb and flow like the waters of 
the ocean. 
Between the earth and tl is 
molten mass, which is gradually cool- 
ing, there is only a shell of an average 
of IS miles in 
thickness. 
In 
some 
places the earth's crust is thicker than 
in others. 


Where it is thinnest the confined ter- 
rible forces of the under world, chiefly 
in the form of gas, sock constantly to 
escape, and when the pressure of tne 
atraosphere around the earth is lowest 
tile gas finds an outlet, usually in 'V'ell- 
denned districts, generally through the 
volcanic vent holcii.

Co the fact that the comet Lexell, when 
it nent l^o i-'-'-i" t^o Jupiter was thrown 
off 113 course and sent fiying out of our 
pla.ieiary syratrn.

and which through the tender mercy 
of infinite love are never destroyed. 


Jiaiiy dates have been fixed for the 
end of the world in modern 
times. 
Some of the most noteworthy have been 
1704 by Cardinal 
Nicholas de Cusa; 
1757 by Swcdenborg; 1836 by Johann 
Alhrecht Bengel; 1843 by William Mil- 
ler, the first Adventist; 1866 by Dr.John 
Cuuiniings, the distinguished Scotch di- 
vine, and in ISSl by Mother 
Shipton, 
who declared: 


The world unto an end shall come 
In eighteen hundred and eighty-one. 
In 1857 the Bavarian Allgemeine Zei- 
tung published a Bavarian hermit's pre- 
diction of events for ihe rest of the 
century. 
In this prophecy the rise of 
Napoleon III., the Ausiro-Prussian war. 
the Franco-Prussian war and the Paris 
Commune are definitely described. The 
death of Pope Pius is set down for 1877, 
but the Pope did not die until 1878.' 
The Franco-Prussian war of 1871 was 
prophesied correctly. 
The hermit said 
that before the end of the century Ger- 
many would have three Emperors in 
one year, which we all know is just 
what happened. He was sure that dur- 
ing the century one President of the 
United States would be assassinated, 
v/hereas the record has already sur- 
passed him by one. 


As for things that have not yet come, 
the hermit predicts that before 
the 
twentieth century should arrive Man- 
hattan Island, Florida, Lower Califor- 
nia and half of Cuba, including the city 
of Havana, would be submerged be- 
neath the waves of the ocean in a great 
upheaval of nature's forces. 
Then we 
are told that the twenty-fifth will be 
the last of the United States' 
presi- 
dents. 
That gives us one more after 
Cleveland. 
There are to be no more 
Presidents, because there are to be no 
more United States, if we believe this 
hermit. 
T h e country is to be divided 
politically, and six different 
govern- 
ments are to be set up, with Boston, 
Washington, St. Louis, New Orleans, 
Salt Lake City and San Francisco as 
their respective capitals. 
There is also 
going to be trouble abroad. Ireland will 
be a republic. 
Italy and France are to 
be wiped out of national existence, and 
Berlin is marked for destruction 
by 
earthquakes. 


In the year 1896 will commence a 
great series of wars. 
Prance will taka 
the lead against Germany and will wipe 
out the memory of the defeat of 1871.

ST. Lons. July 25.—Thomas E. Wat 


son, ex-congressman from Georgia, was 
nominated for vice president by the 
populist convention this morning, at 1 
o'clock. There were several candidates. 
Mr. Watson's victory was achieved on 
the first ballot. The announcement of 
the result was greeted by a pande- 
monium of approval from the "middle 
of the road" men. The convention 
then adjourned until 9 o'clock this 
morning. 
The southern delegates 


were very much opposed to nominating 
SewalL 


Today's Proceedings. 


Populist delegates, with hoarse voices 


and red eyes, were plentiful today. 
The enthusiastic and angry and excited 
rolls in which they have been indulg- 
ng for the last few days and loss of 
sleep are beginning to show its eftect. 
The convention was taidy in assem- 
bling. The weary, worn out patriot* 
who have struggled and wrangled since 
ast Wednesday had a very tired look 
his morning. But there was plenty of 
fight left in them. 
This fact was 


developed beyond a peradventure that 
where two or more people's party dele- 
;ates got together there was sure to be 
an argument and sometimes a wrangle, 
ind often noisy contentions. All these 
were noticeable on every side as the 
delegates came together to finish the 
work of the convention. 


The situation was peculiar. 
The 


hosen running mate of Bryan was 
lefeated last night. He was turned 
lown with a vigor that was surprising. 
Arthur Sewall, of Maine, was not pleas- 
ng to the populists. Mr. Watson, of 
Georgia, was nominated for vice presi- 
lent. This action was taken late in 
he night, about half the delegates 
aboring under the belief that Bryan 
would be chosen to lead the ticket. 
They had not learned that he had sent 
word that his name must not be pre- 
ented for nomination should 
Mr. 


lewall be defeated. Some of Bryan's 
inthufliastic admirers declared before 
he convention was called to order that 
hey would nominate him regardless 
>f his wishes. But some wanted one 
hing and some another, and the politi- 
cal prophets were puzzled 
beyond 


measure. 


There was inextricable confusion on 
he floor of the auditorium before the 
{invention met. The delegates stood 
about in animated groups discussing 
he situation, and what was best to do. 
"he Bryan feeling was very stfong, but 
he telegram from the Webraskan de- 
claring that he would not accept the

ihaotio. Many desired to nominate 
)ryan in the face of this telegram.

The Convention Opens. 


Senator Allen celled the convention 
0 order at 9:35. 'After the invocation 
a Connecticut delegate arose to protest 
gainst further display of lung power 
hat had characterized the first three 
lays of the contention. He thought it 
was about time tho convention exer- 
isad a little "horse sense." His state- 
ment was given a round of applause. 


Chairman Allen announced that the 


first thing in order was the selection of 
members of the national committee 
and the committees to notify the can- 
lidates for president and vice presi- 
dent. 


The hall presented a delapitated ap- 


pearance. The paper and dirt that 
iltered the floor when the convention 
adjourned, shortly before 1 o'clock this 
morning, had not been removed; the 
state guidons had not been straight- 
ened and pointed like a bunch of tele-

Donnelly got on a chair and announced 
thai his private land plank did not 
appear in the printed platform. He 
wanted the convention to understand 
that it had been adopted. 


Several resolutions were presented 


and referred without reading or debate. 
The man with the fog horn voice, who 
stood on a chair at the side of Senator 
Allen, repeating the latter's words to 
the convention, created some amuse- 
ment by announcing that one of the 
delegates had lost his return ticket and 
unless it was found and returned the 
delegate might have some difficulty in 
getting home. 


The chairman then called for the 


nominations of president, and Judge 
Green, of Nebraska, took the stage to 
place Mr. Bryan in nomination. 
He 


said the convention was here to name 
the jnext president of the republic. 
The convention had already, he said, 
selected the i ice president, that noble 
son of the south, Thomas E. Watson. 


He had not named his candidate, 


however, before a Texas delegate inter- 
rupted with the point of order that 
the states must be called m alphabeti- 
cal order for nominations.

Green was driven off the stage by the 
Texan's point of order, but the conven- 


;ion resented it and on motion of an 
Arkansas delegate, the rules were aua-

Weaver Nominates Bryiin. 


When Alabama was called Governor 


lolb yielded to General Weaver, of 
!owa, but Colonel Gaither, of Alabama, 
;ot to the platform first and injected a 
speech about joining the cotton fields 
of the south with the wheat fields of 
.he west. 
At the conclusion of his 


remarks, General Weaver came forward 
and formally placed Mr. Bryan in 
nomination. 


General Weaver said: "In that mid- 


night discussion between Brutus and 
Jassius concerning the contemplated 
mttlo at Phillippi, Brutus urged that 
heir cause was rife, their legion brim- 
ul, at the height, and ready to decline.

A Brjrnn Demonstration. 


General Weaver, in his opening re- 


marks, asked the convention not to 
applaud, and the delegates listened to 
him without much demonstration. But 
when he concluded by naming that 
splendid young statesman, William J. 
Bryan, the convention broke loose. 
Cheer followed cheer. Tho delegates 
jumped to their chairs, and Bags, coats, 
hats, handkerchief?, state guidons were 
waved in wild confusion. 


Through one of tho side entrances 


four men carried a big yellow cross, 
four by eight feet in size, surmounted 
by a crown of thorns. On it was in- 
scribed the eloquent words with which 
Bryan closed his brilliant speech at 
Chicago: 


"If you (hall not prets a crown of 


thorns upon the brow of labor, you 
shall not craoify mankind upon a crow 


statesman was also carried into the 
hall. Cross, banner and state guidon 
were carried frantically about the pit 
Then, with the cross leading, they wen 
carried to the stage, n here for five min 
utes they danced in confusion, while 
the delegates howled with delight. 


Mr. Koppler, of Nevada, who bore 


the cross, finally planted it at the edge 
of the stage, and tho bearers of the 
state banners and iags descended to 
the pit and continued their demonstra 
tion there. 
> 


As the procession passed the Texas 


delegation, a free fight almost occurred 
Men struggled and fought to bar the 
passage, but the way was finally cleared. 
Several men fought like mad over the 
possession of the Missouri standard. It 
was broken into bits, but a stalwart 
young Bryan man carried a piece of it 
through in triumph to the platform 
while the struggling disputants were 
separated by the police. 


The Texas and Arkansas standards 


alone were kept close to the middle of 
the road, around which the radicals 
formed a hollow square like desperate 
men in battle to repulse the charges of 
the enemy. 


Miss Minerva Roberts, a beautiful 


young lady, led the cheering in the 
Colorado delegation. 
While the de- 


monstration was at its height, thousands 
of copies of a 'Bryan Silver March," 
were flung high in the air and fell in 
clouds on the frantic delegates. Each 
of the verses concluded with these 
words: 


"Chink, chink, dunk. 
No crown of thorns for labor s bio«. 
( l i i n k , chink, i hmk. 
No cross of gold for mankind now. 
Chink, chink, dunk. 
We'll not to single standard bow. 
Clunk, chink, chink, 
We \otcfur freedom now." 
When quiet was restored after seven- 


teen minutes of Bedlam, General Field, 
of Virginia, who was General Weaver's 
running mate in 1892, hobbled forward 
on his crutch and, after a brief speech, 
moved to suspend the rules and make 
Bryan's nomination unanimous. The 
convention rose almost en masse and 
cheered, but above the chorus of cheers 
came the sharp cries of the Texas men, 
•no," "no," they yelled. 


Chairman Allen declared the motion 


carried, but yielding to the protest, 
decided to allow a call of states on the 
motion, The Texas men wildly pro- 
ieated and Chairman Allen at last 
recognized "Stump" Ashby, of the 
Lone Star state, for a 'personal ex- 
plauatidn," 


Ashby, who has been a most disturb- 


ng factor in the convention, spoke 
'rom the stage. He opened with a few 
'actetioua remarks about the docility of 
.he Texas nature and its world wide 
conservatism, and then announced that 
Texas was ready to endorse Bryan if 
Jryan would endorse the platform 
adopted. Stump's speech was not well 
received. 


George Schilling, of Wisconsin, at- 


.empted to secure a recess until Bryan 
could be heard from, but he was howled 
lown and Chairman Allen ordered the 
oil call to proceed. 


Alabama and Arkansas were not 


'eady,. 
The greatest confusion pre- 


vailed. Colorado voted forty-five for 
he motion to suspend tho rules and 
nominate Bryan. Man stood on chairs 
ind howled for recognition. Congress- 
man Howard, of Alabama, demanded 
o know whether any other names 
could be placed in nomination. The 
confusion grew so great that it was im- 
possible to proceed. The Texas dele- 
;ation charged the platform in a mass. 
One of them shouted: 


"We will never be quiet if you try to 


continue that roll call." 


"Sit down, sit down," cried the 


sergeant at arms, while his assistants 
ploughed through the dense crowd 
about the platform and pleaded with 
the delegates to take their seats. 


When a iem&lanco of quiet was re- 


stored Congressman Howard from the 
stage protested against an stH lotion of 
'gag law." Chairman Allen stated 
he question was on the motion to sus- 
pend the rake and nominate Bryan by 
acclamation. 


"By gosh, we won't stand it," yelled 


B. H. Noles. 


"Does it not require a two-thirds 


vote to carry a motion," shouted an 
rate Arkansas delegate. The chair re- 
plied that it did not. 


A California delegate uorsamed that 


such a proceeding was unprecedented. 
He thought the delegations should 
iave a chance to place in nomination 
whom they choose. The chair held 
that when the roll was called delega- 
tions c*ould vote for Bryan or any one 
else. 


This raling provoked another storm 


of protests and only confounded the 
confusion. 


Some one got on the platform and 


read above the din ajtelegram to Henry 
D. Lloyd, of Chicago, from Eugene V. 
Debs declining to permit the use of his 
name. At last, as the only way of re- 
storing order, General Field withdrew 
iis motion and the call of the states for 
nominations was continued. 


Mr. Cator, of California, appeared as 


the irat speaker of the series who ap- 
peared to second Bryon. He said he 
bad always stood against fusion, but 
that the circumstances surrounding the 
present situation were peculiar. 


The populist party was, he said, a 


young party and it could not afford to 
hold its place in the middle of the road 
with an express train bearing down 
upon it. Mr. Cator is a man of impos- 
ing personal appearance"* and is pos- 
sessed of a voice of sufficient volume to 
permit hit being heard all over the 
hall, and was listened to with apparent 
interest. He added that the fact that 
^ " ** •. V a 
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infamy," Wall street, was sufficient to 
convince him that Bryan was entirely 
acceptable to the populists.'' 


Mr. Tracy, of Texas, sought an op 


portunity to ask a question of Mr 
Gator, but the latter declined to re 
spond and there were cries of "ga{ 
law." 
Delegate Waybright, of Cali 


forma, arose to protest against Mr 
Gator's interpretation of the sentiment 
of California, which state, he said, was 
"opposed to \ho crucifixion of populism 
on the cross of democracy." 


Mr. J. K. Hines, of Georgia, ex- 


pressed the opinion in his speech that 
Bryan would accept tho nomination cti 
the populist platform and predicted a 
glorious victory for the pirty, with 
Bryan and Watson as the standard 
bearers. 


Mr. Hines was followed by Hon. W. 


H. Claggct, of Idaho, who also seconded 
the Bryaa nomination. It was not, he 
said, a case ol standing in the middle of 
the road, but of collecting together all 
the friends of humanity in a common 
cause. Mr. Clagget asserted that the 
election of McKinley would mean the 
continuance of the rules of the Shy 
locks. He also predicted that in case 
of McKiuley's success the efl'ort to 
enact the force bill would be revived. 


"It means," he said, "the increase of 


the standing army and in the end a 
bloody revolution." 


Time was called upon Mr. Clagget 


and he retired to give place to Mr. 
Taubaneck, of Illinois, chairman of the 
national committee. 


When Mr. Taubeneck arose in his 


seat, there were calls for him to take 
the stage, but he declined, saying that 
in case of Mr. Bryan's nomination he 
felt that he could pledge him every 
populist vote in Illinois at the election 
next November. 


The chairman of the Indiana delega- 


tion also seconded Bryan's nomination. 


When Iowa was called the time, with 


the exception of one 
minute, was 


yielded to Governor Kolb, of Alabama, 
who appealed to the convention to sink 
all prejudice and passion in the cause 
of silver and nominate that "peerless 
statesman, Wm, J. Bryan." Tho re- 
served minute was occupied by "Calam- 
ty" Wellcr in a protest against fusion 
with the democracy. 


Jerry Simpson responded for Kansas. 


Tho statesman ot Medicine Lodge is 
very popular with the delegates and 
;ot a hearty round of cheers as he 
'aced tbe convention. 
He paid a high 


iribute to Tom Wataon, with whom he 
served in congress, and also to Mr. 
Jryan, who, he said, had stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with him in tho battle 
'or the relief of the people. 


While Simpson was talking the Texas 


delegation withdrew in a body and 
absolute quiet prevailed for the first 


me during the day. 
J. T. Miller, of Tennessee, occupied 


Kentucky's time with a speech in 
Jryan's behalf. 


Louisiana yielded to Colorado and 


hat state sent to the platform, Mrs. 
Minerva Roberta.

with congratulations. Governor Kolb,

escorted her to her seat in the Colorado 
delegation, where she was again be 
sieged by delegates, who offered their 
congratulations. 


Mr. Call, of IJdw York, spoke in the 


ime of Maine'. His tone was from the

ng in the convention against Bryan, 
opposing what ho called marriage of

National Accident society of New York 
issued an arcident policy to ont- John 
J. Keefo. Mr. Keefe was a wheolman 
uid sustained injuries while riding in n 
bicycle race, on account of which he 
broughtsult against the insurance com- 
pany upon his policy. That Instrument 
lontalnedaolause in these words, "This 
policy shall not extend to or cover in- 
juries resulting from voluntary over- 
exertion, either voluntary or unneces- 
sary exposure to danger, or to obvious 
risk of injury." The company imked 
the trial court to' dismiss the com- 
plaint on' the ground that this excep- 
tion necessarily embraced the act of 
riding In a bicycle race, because a com- 
petitor In such si contest, from Its very 
nature, voluntarily overtaxed himself 
or exposed himself to danger or ob- 
vloua rlfik of Injury, 
willfully 
and 


without tK-cessity. The judge before 
whom the case was tried refused to 
hold that participation In a bicycle 
race was, as matter of law, a violation 
of the policy, but left It to the Jury to 
say. The Jury found Iti favor of Mr. 
Keefe, and the National Accident so- 
ciety took the case up to the appellate 
division for review. The appellate di- 
vision upheld the verdict. 
This de- 


cision may be regarded as establishing 
tho proposition that participation In a 
bicycle race does not operate as a legal 
bar to the recovery of accident Insur- 
ance on account o! Injuries sustained 
In the contest. 


Wheels a» lieattt of Harden. 


When a bicyle carries a man weigh- 


ing at least 185 pounds, a large bundle 
of wall paper, a collapsible table, such 
as is used by paper hangers, a filled 
dinner pall and a kit of tools, It 
might properly bo called a "beast of 
burden." This Is what a 22-pound bi- 
cycle transported over the granite 
blocks of tho streets of the business 
center a few days. ago. 
Those who 


saw tho load did not know whether to 
admire moat the stanch little wheel or 
the. ingenuity displayed by the wheel- 
man In arranging and balancing hla 
mixed burden. Tho paper hanger, who 
pedaled through the streets with hla 
paper and tools, had his rolls of wall 
paper hanging fn a sling 
from 
his 


ahoulder. His table was strapped to 
the horizontal tube of the bicycle 
frame with one end sticking two feet 
beyond tho handlebar. Hla Dinner pall 
was tied securely to the handle bar 
and his kit of tools waa hung IB front 
directly over the forward wheel. Ap- 
parently he was In no wlso inconveni- 
enced by the load, nor did the table 
seom to Interfere with his pedaling.

Our Millionaires Prefer Rural 


Castles to City Mansions, 


BHA1L WE HAVE A LANDED GEHTBt 


Bie Estat« on Which Rich Americans 


Live tike English Country Gentlemen, 
Hnut Over Lordly Game Preserves and 
Are Housed In Stately Homes Lite Pen- 
dftl Strongholds. 


It must be confessed that our million- 


aires arc learning to spend their money 
both wisely and well. Wo are most of 
us willing to admit that wo conld im- 
prove on their ideas and get more fun 
out of their dollars than they appear to, 
but still, taken all ia all, they are doing 
fairly well. 


It is rather interesting to note jnst 


hosv they are doing it. too. 
A radical 


chaiiRO seems to be onder way that 
eventually will make a vast difference 
iu our social conditions. Just what the 
results of this change will bo it is hard 
to predict. Up to a dozen or 15 years 
ago our millionaires seamed to havo a 
common ambition to build and live in 
big city mansions. Certain streets in 
each great city in tho country bear ovi-

deuce, of this. 
Upper Fifth avenue in 


New York is a good example. The 
brownstouo Mansions of the Vandcr- 
bilts and the big palaces of the Astors 
and Goulds were once considered tho 
acrno of luxury. 


But many of the money kings, espe- 


cially those iu the east, have altered 
their modo of living. 
They havo evi- 


dently wearied of tho limitations of 
their city mansions and have built 
homes for themselves faraway from the 
roar of the teeming millions. And such 
homes tool They seem to have taken as 
a pattern tho English country gentle- 
man, who enjoys life on his broad acres 
and gets himself elected to commons 
merely as a diversion. 
They havo en- 


larged upon his idea, and, to use a pok- 
er player's term, have seen him and gone 
him one better. 


There are a few castles in this coun- 


try that, considering their lack of ivy 
and other marks of antiquity, would not 
bo out of place in an English landscape. 
Besides having the big farms that tho 
country gentlemen have, our plutocrats 
havo added the turrcted palaces and tlio 
vast game preserves of the English aris- 
tocrats.. 
~ ' . . " 


At least half a dozen New Yorkers 


own big country estates where they can 
entertaiujheir friends, 80 or more at a 
time, with deer stalking, fox hunting, 
fishing or small game shooting. 
Some 


have big farms on which live and work 
hundreds of employees. These rich men 
seem to find this way of living much 
more to their liking than life in tho 
city, with only tho doubtful pleasure of 
tho social crushes where hundreds of 
people that they barely know by sight 
come as their guests. 


Already many city mansions are 


closed the greater part of tho year. Will 
they go out of style entirely? If they do 
and whcu each millionaire has his big 
country estate, will tho times j;t length 
come when wo shrill have a landed gen- 
try and a dependent peasantry? 
We 


can almost imagine another step and 
seo a league of money barons living in 
their feudal castles, with their trains of 
retainers and men at arms. 


As yet, however, there are 110 indica- 


tions of the appearance of a peasant 
class. The men who have money enough 
to buy vast country estates have money 
enough to run them and do not depend 
on their laud for their income. In Eug- 


did other wonderful things;. 


Then ho built a great mansion, fash- 


ioned after the famous chateau at Blois, 
France. This is a marvel, too, in many 
ways. The reception hall is as largo as 
a city house, the library big enough to 
pnt a good sized church in and other 
rooms in proportion. That the owner of 
this regal home does not intend to bo a 
hermit is attested by the fact that there- 
are 50 guest chambers, all ready for oc- 
cupancy. 


Governor Morton of New York is an- 


other example. 
Thero are many fine 


homes along the beautiful Hudson river, 
but fow are finer thau his Ellerslio es- 
tate. It is near Rhiuebeck, about 100 
miles from New York city. 
Ho has 


1,100 acres there, much of which is 
beautiful woodland. His mansion IB 
nothing out of the ordinary, as compar- 
ed with those of other millionaires, but 
it is rather a comfortable house to livo 
in. It is iu his farm that Govcjjnor Mor- 
ton takes especial pride, Ho loses a 
small fortune, annually trying to get his 
money back, but that does uot.discour- 
age him. It is not half so expensive a 
fad as keeping a steam yacht. Mr, Mor- 
ton doesn't, caro about yachting anyway, 
and he is fond of farming. 


Ho employs about 100 mon.and pays 


his farm superintendent half as much 
salary as he himself receives for being 
the chief executive of the Empire State. 
His men live in small cottages scattered 
over tho estate, and each one draws a 
regular salary. 


John D. Kockefeller, the Standard 


Oil magnate, also has a Hudson river 
estate and does some farming. 
He era- 


ploys half a hundred men", who livo 
with their families on his grounds. His 
brother, William D. Rockefeller, lives 
in a turroted castlo on an adjoining os- 
tate, but makes little attempt at fann- 
ing. The two estates comprise about 
1,400 acres of valuable laud, BOIUO of it 
•worth $1,000 an acre. 


W. Soward Webb, the railroad mag- 


nate and son-in-law of tho late William 
H. Vanderbilt, is another rich man who

Most of our big country estates are new, 
however, and time alone will tell 
whether we are to have a peasantry or 
not. 


Under the present conditions theso 


great estates are liable in time to be 
again split tip, for even a fortune of 
many millions is apt to be swept away 
or squandered. The Goulds and tho 
Vanderbilts ixud the Astors of today are

On tho shores of Lake 
Champlain near Burlington, Vt., ho has 
an estate that was originally 40 distinct 
farms. Ho has transformed these into a 
harmonious whole. Ho makes a, special- 
ty of horeo breeding and farms on an ex- 
tensive scale.

has over -100 persons working for him. 
His employees livo in a sort of barracks 
near the farm buildings. He has a big 
game preserve and is constantly adding 
to it.

tle. 
He is going to havo a banqnet

Mrs. William J. Bryan, the wife of 


the Democratic candidate for president, 
is of rather a different 
typo from 


tho wives of most presidential can- 
didates. 
She is a quiet, reserved, 


modest but determined littlo woman, 
slight of figure, but erect and graceful. 
Sho is a woman of ideas. They arc ad- 
vanced ideas too. 
Some people might 


call her a now woman, but tho term 
does not exactly fit her iu its present 
and accepted significance. 


Mrs, Bryan M a lawyer. 
Sho rides a bicycle. 
Sho is a student of political questions. 
Sho is something of an orator and 


possesses not a little of the eloquence of 
.her husband. 


Sho cares nothing for society. 
Sho pays littlo attention to fashions 


aud her dresses are seldom of stylish 
make. 


Sho is a devoted wife and the mother 


of three children. 


These are tho striking features of Mrs 


Bryan's personality. 
Sho was born iu 


Illinois, which is also her husband's 
native state. 
Her father, Jolm Baird, 


was a prosperous merchant of tho lively 
town of Perry. It was thero she spent 
her girlhood. 
As a mere girl sho was 


studious, and even- opportunity was 
given her to cultivate the unusually fino 
mind which siio gave evidences of pos- 
sessing. Aud Mary Baird missed none 
of those opportunities. She attended tho 
common schools in Perry until she was 
10 and then she went to Monticello 
seminary, near Alton. Later sho went 
to Jacksonville, Ills., whero sho entered 
tho annex of tho Illinois college. 


At thu very time when sho began her 


studies at Jacksonville William Jen- 
nings Bryan was a freshman iu tho 
satno college.

nnd his genial disposition made him popu- 
lar with his fellow students of all ranks 


After two years at Cambridge William 


went to Wndon, where for u time- the 
great Michael Faraday was one of his in- 
structors. 
Aftex four years in London he 


graduated aa a elector of chemistry and 
surgery. 


Young Palmer was now 23 
He had a 


most winning address and was remarkably 
handsome. Hlskinsmou had reason to feol 
proud of him. and all his friends foresaw 
for him n brilliant future. 


He tried to establish himself nt Rndgeley 


as a chemist end surgeon, and bo might 
have auuceeded hod hla patience been com- 
mensurate with his ambition nnd hael lie 
iiffA his abundant spore time In perfecting 
himself In his profession. But his manner* 
nnd accomplishments as well as the un- 
questioned standing of his family made 
him a great social favorite and in Hmo re- 
quired more money than his fees.

Indeed, sho did not relate any of the star- 
tling story of her own accord, but was 
compelled to do <=o by tho onler of tho 
court. Finally Mrs, Craven, or, as she 
sometimes calls herself now, Mrs. Fair, 
produced the deeds which wero recorded, 
with so much mystery 
Tho iitte>rneys for 


tho Fnlr children claimed that in one of 
the deeds the signature of Setiateir Fair 
wns \\rlttcn over an erasure. Another 
omisaion, which mny cati=o tho fair pluin- 
tiff trouble, is that, although tho property 
Is described carefully und nccur.itely, it 
eloes not stato thnt it is in tho c.ty and 
county of .sun Francisco.

On this long 


tour, with the aid 


of an excellent dragoman, I have not 
only been enabled to visit the principal 
cities and towns of these historically 
interesting countries of which I havo 
written, but I have had occasion to 
study the habits and customs of the 
wild Bedouin tribes that live their un- 
settled lives in these valleys and along 
these mountain slopes. On the west- 
ern side of the Jordan river there are 
many of these roving bodies of men, 
women and children, divided Into dif- 
ferent family tribes, but on the east- 
ern side of the river there are only a 
few tribes, much larger than 
th? 


others and very much wilder. Each 
tribe has a sheik, or prince, who is 
final authority on all questions, and 
often has the power of lite and death. 
This office Is hereditary, as a rule. 
When an election Is necessary It Is 
done by vocal declaration, and must 
In all cases be unanimous, and must 
he Indorsed by the government at Con- 
stantinople. The head of each tribe Is 
legally required to pay to the Bultan 
one Turkish pound (nearly ?5) for each 
man who Is able to go to war, which 
amount, paid yearly, rids theee men 
from military duty under the govern- 
ment. Certain districts Of country are 
allowed these tribes, where thelf tents 
and herds are usually found, but fre- 
quently they roam In other parts of 
the land, carrying on their Independent 
raids until they are driven Into their 
own regions by Turkish guns. Their 
tents are generally made of the hair 
of goats, ingeniously woven, and their 
food consists nearly altogether of bread 
made Into thin wafers, looking very 
much like sheets of sandpaper, butter 
made from the goat and buffalo cow 
and fish, which abound in all tho 
streams. 
The Bedouins are natural- 


born robbers, and It is always unsafe 
for any one to pass through their 
country unguarded. A few months ago 
a party was visiting the Jordan and 
the Dead Sea with the usual guard, 
but four of the number separated from 
the others, and in less than two hours 
they were seized, robbed of their 
horses, money and clothing. A most 
pitiable set they were, I am told, when 
they reached their tents after night. 
Rolla Floyd, who Is the only American 
dragoman in Palestine and Syria, en- 
tertained me for several days by a re- 
cftal of some of his experiences dur- 
ing a 30 years' stay In the eountry. 
Not long since, while accompanying a 
number 
of 
ladies 
and 
gentlemen 


through the desert, In the neighbor- 
hood of ancient Shechem, a noise was 
heard In the hills near by, and on turn- 
ing he found they were being sur- 
rounded by forty or fifty Bedouins 
headed by their sheik. Of course there 
was great terror among the party, ond 
for a while Mr. Floyd . was stricken 
with fear. But a fortunate thought oc- 
curred to the dragoman. It Is a custom 
among these wild tribes to befriend any 
one who Is in trouble if he reaches the 
sheik, and, seizing his belt, exclaims: 
"I am your guest." While demands 
were being made upon Mr. Floyd and 
those under his protection and the 
robbers were in the act of carrying 
out their desires, he rushed forward, 
and taking a strong grip upon the belt 
of the sheik, exclaimed. In 
Arabic:

ed like magic, i'he robBery was order- 
ed oft, the sh«lK drew his sword, and 
In a pompous manner announced to hla 
men that the party was under his pro- 
tection and guidance, and, leading the 
way, he guided thoni /cr hours through 
the desert When I was suddenly ap- 
proached by a band of these barbari- 
ans at 10 o'clock at night, in'the wild 
country east of the Jordan, by tbo 
moonlight, I saw there was no belt to 
Eelze. 
As all of them were clothed 


in single and unadorned garments, I 
resorted to another 
device, • which 


proved just as effective, though not so 
dignified, and which put me quite a 
distance from them fn a very short 
time. - 


Mr. Carey left his-home In Nablous 


on a missionary tour "among the moun- 
tains once owned' by the tribe of Reub- 
en, east of the Jordan rlver.^ After 
crossing ,the stream he had not gone 
many miles when he was surrounded 
by a score of these men, who, lifting 
him off his beast, stripped him of his 
clothing, and, while he sat on'a cool 
rock near by and watched the per- 
formance, they examined carefully all 
of the garments, ripping open the lin- 
ings of his coat, and after they had 
taken everything, even his pocket- 
knife, they torspd him his clothing, and 
politely informed him that he could go 
his way. 


As it was now late In the evening, 


he told them that he could not con- 
tinue his journey after dark •without 
losing his way, and requested that they 
take care of hinruntil the next morn- 
Ing. 
They immediately and gl/tdljr 


agreed to do this,1 helped him on hla 
donkey, led the yay through thejalley, 
to the place of their encampment, cook- 
ed him food, listened most attentively 
while he told them Bible stories, tucked 
him in bed and started him on his jour-

L-COMOTIVES BUILT IN JAPAN. 


Kxp^rlmnntat Work Prove* a SttCCGis In • 


Construction and Economy. 


An English consular report recent'.y 


published says: "Much Interest was 
created among Engjish builders by the 
accounts published In trade Journals in 
England of the first locomotive built at 
the government railway workshops In 
Japan, which, it was said was com- 
pleted at a cost of £1,300, while a simi- 
lar locomotive built in England could 
not bo placed on the line In Japan, 
ready for'running, q,t a less cost than 
£1,800 pounds. 
The alleged cost In 


Japan was fallacious, no allowance hav. 
ing been made for Interest on capital, 
scientific superintendence and other 
charges, all of which would be taken 
Into consieleratlon by private builders, 
but at the same time there was no 
doubt that the1 cost, no matter how 
liberally calculated, was comparatively 
low. Most of its parts were entirely, 
constructed 
at 
the 
works 
in 


Japan—boiler, water tanks, wheels, 
cylinders and valves—and only the 
frame plates and a few minor parts 
came in a rough state from abroad. 
This engine started running on April 
26, and has since run over 80,000 miles 
with perfect success, lowness in con- 
sumption of coal, good hauling capac- 
ity and steadiness. Four tender loco- 
motives havo since been built In the 
same workshops and are now running 
on the Hlogo-Kioto section of the Tok- 
kaido railway. They have already run 
over 15,000 miles, and in all'respects 
are giving as complete satisfaction as 
the first. Two of the largest private 
railway companies are now following 
the example set by the government and 
trying the experiment of Cfmstruct- 
Ing their own locomotives. Neither 
government nor private companies will, 
however, be able fo'r many years yst 
to satisfy more than a very small frac- 
tion of their requirements In this re- 
spect."

For three-fourths of 
their maternal duties they prove thern- 
selver incompetent. -They are Igno- 
rant of what their children wear, and 
what their children cat, und what 
their children read. They Intrust to 
irresponsible persons these young im- 
mortalt*, and allow them to be under 
influences which may cripple their 
bodies, or taint 
their 
purity, or 


Spoil their manner, or destroy their 
souls. From the awkward cut of Sam- 
uel's ooat you know his mother Han- 
nah did not make It. Out from under 
flaming chandeliers, and off from im- 
ported carpets, and down the granite 
stairs, there is coming a great crowd 
of children In this day, untrained, 
saucy, Incompetent for-all the practi- 
cal duties of life, ready to be caught 
in the first whirl of crime and sensu- 
ality.

Who 
are they managing the'merchandise 
of ihe world, building the walls, tin- 
ning the roofs, weaving the carpets, 
making the lavvs, governing the Da- 
tions, making the earth to quake and 
heave and roar and rattle with the 
tread of gigantic enterprise'/ Who 
sro they?

If 
parents knew more of 
physiology, 


there would not be so many curved 
spines and cramped chests a nd inflamed 
throats aud diseased lungs as there are 
amoug children. If parents knew mom 
of art, and were in sympathy with all 
that is beautiful, there would not bo 
so many children coming out In the 
world with boorish proclivities. 
If 


parents knew moro of Christ, and 
practiced more of His religion, there 
would not be so many little feet start- 
Ing on the wrong road, and all around 
us voices of riot and blasphemy

The eaglets in 


the eyrie have no advantage over 
the eaglets of a thousand years ago;

WOMEN AND BUSINESS. 


A Moral Drawn from the S»tt Eipertaoce

Women are beginning to realize tho 


signal need of knowing something of 
business methods. Tho cruel loses re- 
cently sustained by that most charm- 
ing of women, Mrs. Elizabeth U. Cus-

surance policy. The insurance money 
that camo to Mrs. Custor upon her hus- 
band's death was put into the hands of 
a tried and trusted friend of both her- 
self and husband—a lawyer, in their 
former home in Michigan. {For 19 
years the Interest of the investment 
was regularly sent her. It chiefly con- 
sisted in mortgages, two of which her 
investor spoke a bit doubtfully of, to 
be sure, and as years passed ho warned 
her agajnst one of tho mortgages in 
particular. Ho recently died. His ac- 
counts were found to bo in a most un- 
satisfactory condition. 
He had invest- 


ed Mrs. Custer's money in his own 
name. It proved to bo an injudicious 
investment. He failed to realize what 
ha expected. Mrs. Cnster lost at least 
85,000. The saddest revelation was 
that the worthless mortgage of which 
he had warned her was against him- 
self.—N. Y. Herald.

Rev. Francis Winter was a native of 


Boston aud a graduate of Harvard col- 
lege. Ho came to Bath early In 1707, 
and after preaching on probation for 
the Orthodox church, was Invited to 
Bottle, which invitation he accepted. 
Ho wai ordained in tho autumn oil tho 
same year. He camo to Bath on horse- 
back in company with Lemuel Standish. 
Mr. Winter came from Boston, where 
he had associated with such eminent 
men as Adams, Otis, and Warren, him- 
self becoming an ardent patridt, taking 
the lead In tho revolutionary measure1! 
adopted in Bath during that roemora- 
blo period. 


Mr. Winter married Miss Abigail 


Alden in 17li8, and it is through her 
that the Winters of to-day trace their 
ancestry back to the "Puritan Maiden 
of Plymouth.'1 


Throe years after the marriage of 


Kev. Francis Winters and Abigail Al- 
den they started to visit a sister of 
Mrs. Winter living in Connecticut, and 
intended to ride all the way on horse- 
back, but Mrs. Winter became so fa- 
tigued that Mr. Winter sold one of the 
horses lor a carriage and harness. 
It was the first carriage that ever 
came into Maine and was called a 
chaise. 
Traveling wnsso difficult that 


two negroes were employed to accom- 
pany them with shovels and axes to 
clear tho road, faeveral times the chaise 
had to bo taken apart and lifted over 
fallen 
trees. Tho 
micistcr's par- 


ishioners thought that he was putting 
on too much style for their pastor to 
ride in a carriage, and in consequence 
Mr. Winter sold it. This was In 1771. 
It was a two-wheeled chaise, the body 
resting on leather thorough braces, 
which

The Harm It Can Do from a Doctor**

"Half a pint of beer \\ou't do any- 


body uuy harm." So Buid a broken- 
down, blear-eyed individual to whom, 
no doubt, half a pint was not much 
more than a mouthful. 


If there was but one half pint of 


beer iu the world, and uo possibility of 
nialdnjy or getting uny more, it might, 
perhaps, gx> down bome red laue or 
other 
without auy serious conse- 


quences. But our solitary half pint 
is a myth, and, lu pleading for one, our 
beery friend had his eye on a long se- 
ries of half pints, which, if one wcro 
allowed to be smuggled 
in, would 


plead the precedent, and join the first 
in the region within. Hence, the ques- 
tion Is not simply to what one-halt 
pint can do or not do. Half u pint to- 
day weans half a pint to-morrow, and 
the next day, and the next, and noon, 
day after day, week after week, month 
after month, and year after year. Nay, 
it often means more than that. The 
half pint for dinner paves the way for 
the half pint for supper; the half pint 
this year often means a pint next yenr, 
or, iu too many cases, half pint after 
half pint, or even pot after pot. 


Then, again, the innocent half pint 


of beer is the excuse for something 
stronger on occasion—the glass of 
wine or glass of spirits. So, the half 
pint is but the camel's nose, and be-

It is impossible to confine tho discus- 


sion to the merits or demerits of half 
a piut of beer, but it is possible) to show 
that even this quantity does not Im- 
prove a hian in any particular; but, on 
the contrary, alters him for the worse. 
Half a pint of beer contains somewhere 
about one tablespoont'ul of alcohol— 
more, as a rule—nud this is equal to an 
ounce and a half of pure brandy, i. c., 
two or three tenspoonfuls. There are 
many who think nothing' of half ft pint 
of beer who would think twice before 
taking half a wineglass of spirits, nnd 
who may, therefore, realize that the 
said half a pint is not theswectInnocent 
which some allege It to be. 


It can be proved that half a pint of 


be«r con lower the temperature of the 
body. This can be tested by means of 
a special thermometer (such as doc- 
tors use), nnd the heat of the mouth 
should be taken just before taking the 
beer and a quarter of nn hour after- 
words. 
Tho difference inny not 
be 


great, but it shows that hnlf a pint of 
beer is not too little to have some ef- 
fect, and that this effect is to cool the 
body, not to warm it, ns It Is common- 
ly fcupjiosed to do. 


It can also be shown that half a 


pint of beer can blunt the senses to u 
slight extent, though the person who 
lias taken it will piobably ileelare that 
he does not feel any difference. 
But 


although this may be true, the fact 
has been proved by special instruments 
devised by me for the purpose, and so 
the fact that the difference is not felt 
tends to confirm the correctness of the 
conclusion. It may be admitted, how- 
ever, that comparisons between the 
sharpness of the senses at 
different 


times nre difficult to perceive, unless it 
is- measured in some very delicate way 
or other. 


But the preat indictment is that 


present half pints create a desire for 
future half pints and neoes-sltute the 
continuance of the traffic in iutoxicat- 
Irff liquors, which has been the ruin of 
millions, mid will be the ruin of tnll- 
lons yet to come unless it lx> ended, 
root and branch.—J. .T. Uidge, M. D., 
in Union Signal.

DRUNKARDS UNPOPULAR. 


Strlncont nieiinurca Ailoptml to Itrpron 


UvlU of Stronc Urlnlt In AiMtrln. 


Some time since we had occasion to 


refer to an it-count of Swi.«-s legislation 
for the Inebriate, set forth in a govern- 
ment paper, ,This has been followed up 
by o- similar report is.sued by the foreign 
ioflico with reference to Austria-Hun- 
gary. Hitherto there has been special 
legislation ou drunkenness only in 0:il- 
icin, Lodomerln, Crncow and Bukovinn, 
whereby persons creating a nuisance by 
being drunk iu restaurants, public 
houses nnd public places nre liable to a 
maximum Imprisonment of one month. 
No legui proceedings eon be t«keu for 
the recovery of debt for the supply of 
spirituous liquors on credit, and persons 
convicted of drunkenness three times 
within one year may be prohibited 
fromvlsitlugliquorshopsiii their nelgh- 
borhoood for one yeur under penalty of 
fine, or Imprisonment, 


In other parts of Austria drunkards 


come under the law of cum lei as spend- 
thrifts, or, when mentally affected from 
alcoholic excess, confined 
in 
lunatic 


asylums. As to curate], a person may 
be judicially declared a spendthrift if 
he is proved to be running through his 
property senselessly, and thus exposing 
his family to future destitution by con- 
tracting loans under reckless or ruinous 
conditions. As to madmen and Idiots, 
only those who nre judiciously declined 
to be Mich ^fter minute examination 
and consultation with medical officers 
appointed by the court ore eompulsorily 
denlt with. In both cases the judicial 
declaration must be puhlitlied. 


The syfitom of phuing drunkards In 


luuntlc asylums hns been rotinVmiied 
by experts. Dr. Adalbert Tilkowsky, 
director of the stnfe asylum at Yhbs, 
lays down: First, that the cure of aleo- 
hollc mental cases, 'hough rapid, Is not 
permanent, owing fo the tendency to 
relnpse ond Inability to resltt tempta- 
tions to drinking; second, the relrtpres 
nre largely brought about by n desire *o 
obtain comfortable boon! niul lodging 
at public expense: third, the "free" 
treatment of lunatics is, uiisnited 
to 


drunkards, giving them opportunities 
of procuring liquor; fourth, In the first 
stages drunkards nre only morally de- 
fective, not mad; fifth, mixing drunk- 
ards, who are often sane, with lunatics 
is 'Mid for the latter, nlcoholics being 
Rfnerajly degenerate, but 
otherwise

The things 
that hnp(>ened that evening which left 
the deepest traces In the memory of the 
disciples were the Master's kind rebuVe 
of their childish anxiety for preem- 
inence; the warning of temptation to 
which the) would be exposed; His so- 
licitude for Peter; His keen sorrow for 
Judiis; awl Ills loving commendation 
of the Kloven to Ood. With his usual 
insight John condenfte* the total lin- 
presilori of that last evening Into a 
single sentence, and snys: 
"Having 


loved His own which were in tha world, 
Ho loved them unto the end." 
It is 


such an indirect glajjee as this account 
gives into the inner disposition of Jesus 
that gives us the inoht vhld Impression 
of IIU relationship to His followers.

our Lord's recognition of defect ami 
failure of the disciples te coupled with 
the most august forecast of their limit 
v ictoiy and honor. It startles UR to rejn! 
In close connection with that account 
of unseemly wrangling. His words: "I 
appoint unto you n kingdom, as my 
Father hath appointed unto me; that 
ye may cat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and sit on thrones judging 
the twelve trills of Israel." Xeveronce 
did the slowness of the disciples 
to 


learn His lemons or catch Ills spirit 
discourage Ills fine and high anticipa- 
tions of the ultimate Issue. Ho had 
faith in them, ond faith in what they 
bad received from Him. Nothing more 
shames our impatienco with onr fel- 
low- Christ Inns, and our harsh, ct-naor- 
lons judgments of their immaturity, 
than o btudy of this attitude of oui 
Lord towards conduct that would nat- 
urally hove awakened misgivings ns 
to whether all Ills nork and Influein-e 
with these men had not been ft fail- 
ure.

QoKIng, did not Jesus lift a hand or bienl-

tery of godliness,

fat horn that dark abvsi. Hut this, at 
least, v.e may confidently Mlirm. lie- 
tween the loyal and single heart, and 
the selfish and 
double-dealing soul, 


there Is a great gulf fixed. Their |i 
an orbit whoso curve sweep" the soul 
of man beyond celestial attractions. The 
atrmpt to identify sin with 
imma- 


turity, which finds almost sacrilegious 
expression In the assertion: "Th£ fall 
of man Is a fall upward," does not cor- 
re.spond to the fact* of life, or to the 
witness of conscience, but that should 
not blind ustothc tiuth thnt loyal souls, 
like those of the U, are not neccKnarily 
perfect, and that Immaturity in grace 
Is the real explanation of many ap- 
parent failures. Then- l<i a whole diam- 
eter of difference between an Imma- 
ture human life and an immature Chris- 
tian life.— Oostnn Watchman.

LawrencoStato-ho3plI.il at Oguensiiurg a 
reporter of rlie Xew i'oi-k .Journal exain- 
ined the microscopic slides where tho in- 
sanity germs wero exposed.

Tho patches of many lines arc merely bits 
of tissue. Dr. Babcock told his own story 
of this most- amazing discovery as follows: 


"A patient- suffering from acute deliri- 


ous mania wns submitted to tho operation 
of lumbnr puncture, which, by tho way, 
iSione of recent evolution in surgery, and 
95 cubic ceiitimet4?r3 of ccrebro spinal fluid 
withdrawn from the sulxlurnl spnco of the 
cord. the. puncture beinginadu in tho lum- 
bar region between the first and second 
hnnlmr vertebras posteriorly. In health tho 
membraties cf the brtiin and cord contain 
only about 00 cubic centiniBtors of corobro 
spinjil Quid. In this CHSU nearly double 
that amount, was obtained, and yet an 
iimount approximating the normal was al- 
lowed to remain so that shock would not 
supervene. Thr solids of the fluid from tho 
first- puncture were precipitated by n cen- 
trifugal nmchinc, and then stained for 
buctcriii. 
Grain's method with aniline 


dyes was used, and the specimens mounted 
in, balsam in t he usual way. Greatly to my 
surprise, each slide contained great num- 
bers of germs. 


"To further demonstrate tho infectious 


nature of tho germ, n part of the llnid ob- 
tained from tho case was kept at body 
temperature under aseptic precautions for 
a sutlicient length of time, or about five 
minutes, to bo inoculated into s-mio rab- 
bits. 
As anticipated, th" rabbits soon 


showed signs of a mild infection. The 
temperature of hotli rabbits roso from 2 to 
•I degrees above the normnl temperature of 
this jniimal. They began to eat ve.ry poor- 
ly and rapidly lost in weight for -is hours, 
appearing quite ill meanwhile. At tlio 
end of "w hours they appeared to be recov- 
ering from the infection, in a miiderform, 
nftor passing through several sUigPs of 
growth. 
Thedoctor aud bis associates l>e- 


lieve that if the germ can 'oocultured arti- 
ficially it- will produce in rabbits the same, 
infection as was produced by the inocula- 
tion of the corehro spinal fluid."

the volatile French 
people. It is a lu- 
gubrious prophecy 


of Frere Phillippe Olivarius, of the Ab- 
bey of Citeaux, and runs thus: 


"In the year 1896 Paris will be 


blotted out. never to reappear. Much 
evil and noUiiug good in those days. 
.Many great cities will be burned." 


To make the matter worse, it is af- 


firmed that the Frere Olivarius had, in 
his day, "a great reputation for perspi- 
cacity." But, as he goes still further, 
and announces the end of the world for 
1S?9, it makes a difference to Paris of 
only three years, after all. 


The subject of the dissolution of all 


things earthly, when the heavens shall 
be rolled together in a scroll, and time 
shall be no longer for this little star of 
the universe called the earth, has al- 
ways exercised a strange fascination 
over the minds of men. 
Prophets and 


astrologers have presented their specu- 
lations from time to time, while scien- 
tists and students have argued the easa 
again and again from the standopint of 
known hypothesis and seemingly logi- 
cal argument. The Bible is full of dec- 
larations on this point, aud the early 
Christian fathers taking their 
cue 
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therefrom, wrought out many ingeni- 
ous deductions. 


Renewed attention has been given to 


this subject during the last few years. 
Camille 
Frammarlon, 
the eminent 


French astronomer, has written much 
upon.the subject, and in one recent, 
work has vividly described the possi- 
bility of the destruction of the world 
by collision with a comet. Lieutenant 
Totten, of the United States army, and 
military instructor at Yale college, has 
also attained considerable notoriety by 
his predictions based upon deductions' 
from Biblical chronology and 'prophecy. 
Professor Falb, of Vienna, an accom- 
plished scientist, who has achieved a 
reputation throughout all Europe for 
his meteorological knowledge, and par- 
ticularly for his extraordinary famili- 
arity with the habits and customs of 
earthquakes, has also given considera- 
ble attention to the subject, and, on the 
whole, has commanded more respect 
than most of his fellow prophets. 


Professor Falb's predictions of seis- 


matic disturbances have been remarka- 
bly filled. His warning of the great 
earthquake at Zante, May 0 and 7,1S93, 
was published by newspapers all over 
the world the day before the earth- 
quake occurred. 
Another example of 


hij accurate fore-knowledge is shown 
in the fact that on March 31, 1S93, he 
wrote to the Tourist club of Vienna, 
accepting an invitation to lecture about 
earthquakes, but added that he would 
like better to defer his lecture unlil 
after April 13. as an earthquake would 
occur at thr.t time, which would aid 
him in giving them 
enlightenment. 


As a matter of fact an earthquake oc- 
curred April S, and was felt all over 
Southern Hungary. 
Professor Falb's 


prophecies go back over a number of 
years, have usually been made from 
nine to twenty months in advance and 
have almost in every instance bsen cor- 
rect. 


The latest prediction of Professor 


Falb Is even more disturbing than that 
of any he has heretofore made. He as- 
serts that on November 13, 1899, that 
heavenly wanderer, known as the 
comet of 1S66, will-appear and collide 
with the earth, then will be the end of 
the earth as far as we are concerned. 


These prophecies are scientific pre- 


dictions, based upon scientific investi- 
gations into the physical conditions of 
the earth. Professor Falb believes all 
the deep down interior of the earth is 
filled with a molten mass whieh is sub- 
ject to ebb and flow like tho waters of 
the ocean. Between the earth and 11 Is 
molten mass, which is gradually cool- 
ing, there is only a shell of an average 
of IS miles in 
thickness. 
In 
some, 


places the earth's crust is thicker than 
in others. 


Where it is thinnest the confined :er- 


rible forces oi the under world, chiefly 
in the form of gas, seek constantly to 
escape, and when the pressure of tfte 
atmosphere around the earth is lowest 
the gas finds an outlet, usually in -veil- 
defined districts, generally through the 
volcanic vent holes. 


Opposed to Professor Falb are the 


scientists who believe that the comet is 
Koine to get the worst of it. and noint 


Co (he tact that (lie comet Lexcll, when 
it went loo near to Jupiter was tbrown 
off it;; rcuivs? and sent flying out of our 
planetary sjr.'rm. 


A feu.- years PRO an investigator de- 


clared that, the taking of so much coal 
and petroleum from the bowels of tho 
Eastern United States was goin? to 
change the balance of the hemisphere 
and tip up the eastern coast, submerg- 
ing tiie Pacific slnpo, and a Boston sci- 
entist antielunted Professor Falb to 
some extent, declaring that botli the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts would soon 
he submerged, owing to seismic dis- 
turbances, r/i "tremendous that within 
twenty-five years "!,-!rge portions of 
N'ev.- Jersey and lo-.vr r Kew York city, 
with the tfatov boundaries of Connecti- 
cut. Knot!? I.-l.in'i. M=isachns?tt6 and 
Maine. .TO to br known no more forever 
io the p'njsirnl Kengranhv nf the p-irth." 


Ar^l'->r?r:onti.';:. Kdw.-.rd R. fiavcyn- 


:-ki. has nlsa spoken upon the subject. 
His predictions are less specific than 
tiiosc of Professor Falb as to date, ami 
yet in some respects they are strikingly 
similar. 


Mr. Oarcynski does not look for a 


seismic caiasirophe, but he Ucldo that 


drawjng n\aj when 


a giaciai arm w'ave or polar Avalanche 
will sweep over the earth, destroying 
nearly all animal life and nearly all 
traces of the occupation by mankind, 
but he adds, there are parts of the 
world which are a never-failing refuge, 
and which through the tender mercy 
of Infinite love are never destroyed. 


Many dates have been fixed for the 


end of the world in modern times. 
Some of the most noteworthy have been 
1704 by Cardinal Nicholas de Cusa; 
175? 
by Swedenborg; 1S3S by Johann 


Alorecht Bengel; 1S43 by William Mil- 
ler, the first Adventist; 1S66 by Dr.John 
Cummings. the distinguished Scotch di- 
vine, and in 1SS1 by Mother Shipton, 
who declared: 


The world unto an end shall come 
In eighteen hundred and eighty-one. 
In 1857 the Bavarian Allgeroeine Zel- 


tucg published a Bavarian hermit's pre- 
diction of events for the rest of the 
century. In this prophecy the rise of 
Napoleon III., the Austro-Prussian war, 
the Franco-Prussian war and the Paris 
Commune are definitely described. The 
death of Pope Pius Is set down for 1S77, 
but the Pope did not die until 1S78.
